Patricia Nixon and Edward 
Finch Cox, holding hands and 
looking into each other's eyes, 
were married Saturday under 
a bower of white flowers and a 
smattering of raindrops in the 
White House Rose Garden. 


The ceremony was delayed 


for half an hour as the chance 
of heavier rain threatened to 
force the ceremony indoors. 


Then the bridal couple and 


their parents received the 
approximately 400 guests in 
the Blue Room of the White 
House, had their first dance 
together as a man and wife in 
the East Room, cut their 
towering 350 - pound wedding 
cake and-about 2^ hours 
after the ceremony, lelt on 
their honeymoon. 


Just before their depart jre. 


Tricia Nixon Cox tossed her 
bridal bouquet from the red- 
carpeted grand stairway. It 
was caught bj her maid of 
honor. Mary Ann Cox. 25.

Australia Woman i Astronomer Reports Sighting 


Gives Birth to

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 


A 29-year-old mother of two 
gave birth Sunday to nine ba- 
bies—five boys and four girls.

Planet Vulcan Mystery Revived 


?v 
7EW YORK (AP) - A New 


York astronomer, reviving one 
of the great questions ot sci- 
ence, says he has discovered 
what appears to be something 
orbiting the sun closer than the 
planet Mercury. 


He says that more eftensive 


work is needed to determine ex- 
actly what has been found, but 
that it appears to be eithe^ a 
small planet or an asteroid belt 
inside the orbit of Mercury. 


The evidence for this, he says, 


lies in a number of mysterious 
tracks that have shown up on 
photographic plates he made 
during the solar eclipses of 1966 
and 1970. 


The astronomer, Dr. Henry C. 


Courten. says that highly so- 
phisticated 
analysis 
of 
the 


plates, incorporating a special 
scanner and computer, has indi- 
cated that there really is some- 
thing there and that the record- 


ings are not ]tibt delects in the 
plates. 


Details June 19 


Courten is an adjunct assist- 


ant professor of astronomy at 
Dowling College on Long Island 
and an optical systems engineer 
at the Grumman Aerospace 
Corp. He says he will present 
details of his work in a paper 
June 19 at an international sym- 
posium on the total solar eclipse 
of March 1970 in Seattle, Wash.

tronomer, Dr. Brian MarscJen of 
the Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory 
in 
Cambridge, 


Mass., is skeptical.

comets. 


Courten said he hopes that re- 


ports of his work will stimulate 
hierest among scientists so 
more of them will be lookina for 
the reported objects during the 
favorable conditions of the 1972 
eclipse across Canada and the 
1973 event in Africa. 


"The more eyes and minds we 


can get to work on this prob- 
lem," he says, "the better 
chance we will have to develop 
really solid data to determine 
exactly what we have found." 


Courten said analysis o! the

minor planet there, it may be 
less than 500 miles in diameter 
and very faint.

editor, has been drafted and 
says he will serve. 


But he has placed one quali- 


fication on the service— he will 
continue to organize against the 
war in Vietnam. 


Tomasko. who was denied 


conscientious objector status by 
the Winnebago County Draft 
Board, says the board found 
him fit tor service even though 
he is a member of various 
peace groups and one organiza- 
tion which the army says is 
controlled and dominated by the 
Socialist Workers Party. 


He reasons that if the army 


knew all about his activities 
betore induction, it would have 
to take him as he comes, peace 
organizations and all. 


Tomasko said he sent a letter 


to the U.S. Army adjutant 


general, advising him of his1 


activities and asking for mitten 
a»surance that his constitutional 
rights will not be violated. 


He says he has not received 


urn replay. 


Tomasko says he \\ill not 


break any army laws while in 
the service but "What I do on 
my own time is my own 
business." 


Because he believed he would 


be subject to harsh treatment 
because of his civilian activities 
and planned army extra activ- 
ities, he has asked for the 
assurance from the adjutant 
general. 


He sent similar letters to 


Wisconsin U.S. Sen. Gajlord 
Nelson and William Proxmire 
said he could act only after am 
action. 


Tomasko says he has many 


groups in the Fox Valley ready 
to back him up if his constitu- 
tional rights are violated.

The Odometer Isn't Always Right

Recently this reporter viMt- 


ed an Appleton auto dealer- 
ship in searcli of new trans- 
portation. 


The young salesman dis- 


cussed briefly the virtues of a 
liardtop that caught my fancy, 
"How much for mine?" 1 
asked. 


He gave my 1969 car a 


quick once over from the 
sidewalk. "How many miles?" 
he inquired. I told him it had 
47.000 which I realized was 
high mileage for a two-year- 
old car. 


The salesman suggested to 


me that I "take the car 
around the corner" (to a 
service garage) and have the 
odometer t u r n e d back to 
27,000. 


"It will probably cost you 


?20 or $25." he told me, but he 
assured me the small invest- 


ment would yield a much 
better allowance for my used 
car. I later learned from the 
garage around the comer that 
the odometer reverse w 
rouid 


have cost me only about $13. 


The salesman, 
explaining 


that he wanted to be "fair" 
with me. said a car with 27.000 
miles would bring a better 
price on his used car lot than 
one with 47,000. And, referring 
to the odometer job. he told 
me, "You can do that legally. 
We can't." 


Anything but Zero 


Wisconsin law prohibits a 


car dealer from setting an 
odometer back to anything 
but zero. However, it need not 
be zeroed if the reading is 
indicated in writing by the car 
owner when he is selling or 
trading his vehicle to the 
dealer and that reading is 
available for the purchaser's 


inspection. 


I could have had the garage 


around the corner set back 
my odometer and everyone

Doing the Job 


But there is less need for 


the dealer to run the risk 
today because many times the 
customer is doing the job for 
him, apparently 
sometimes 


with dealer's knowledge. 


I was told by one Fox- 


Valley dealer that normally a 
saleman will not be so brazen 
to instruct the customer to 
have his odometer set back. 
Often, the salesman's claim 
that the car would bring more

One dealer said he gets

setting back odometers, al- 
though such action is not man- 
datory, Krohn said. 


A new 
car 
dealer 
also 


explained that he could lose 
his franchise if he was caught 
illegally t a m p e r i n g with 
odometers. That, he said, is a 
big deterrent to such prac- 
tices among new car dealers. 


The problem of odometer 


tampering is not limited to 
big city dealers, Krohn said. 
He said such complaints .are 
"scattered." 


The entire problem becomes 


complicated, he said, by the 
fact that odometer laws are 
not uniform throughout 
all 


states. Some states have no 
restraining laws. And inter- 
state movement of used cars 
is increasing, he said. 


Illinois is one state with no 


odometer laws. Krohn said, 
"making it practically impos- 
sible for a Wisconsin dealer to 
get mileage statements or to 
check on actual mileage of 
the cars they get there." 


Some Fox Valley dealers 


purchased used cars in Chi- 
cago "to help fill our used car 
stocks," as one dealer said. 
He said he buys from dealers 
there he can trust. 


Odometer setbacks, both by 


dealers and individuals, is 
expected to be one subject for 
discussion at a series of eight 
statewide meetings in the next 
three months. Krohn's agency 
will "meet with the public to 
determine problem areas in

home trade practices." En- 
actment of more rules and 
guidelines for dealers could 
result from the meetings, he 
said. 


Auto servicemen and deal- 


ers who were interviewed said 
that salesmen's cars, which 
often have high mileage but 
are in good condition, and 
lease cars that are being sold 
are prime candidates for odo- 
meter setbacks. 


Krohn said he understands a 


rough draft is being done on a 
bill that would place odometer 
tampering prohibitions on car 
owners, He also sees the need 
for 
some 
type 
of federal 


guidelines regulating the prac- 
tice. 


Krohn said he would uige 


used car customers to contact 
the previous owner, the name 
of which the dealer is re- 
quired by law to furnish on 
request, to learn about the 
general condition of the car. 


Such a precaution, however, 


might be of little value if the 
previous owner lowored the 
mileage before he traded. 


There are other precautions 


the wary used car buyer can 
take. These are a few: 


— Learn where the car has 


been serviced and attempt to 
learn the approximate mile- 
age through service records. 


— Look for service stickers 


on the driver's door Some- 
times the person will reverse 
the odometer but forget to 
remove the service stickers 
which contain the mileage.

Christabel Bielenberg should 


know about a dictatorship. 
For in Nazi Germany she 
lived under one, and now she 
has written a book about her 
experiences—"Ride Out the 
Darkness"—a unique book be- 
cause Mrs. Bielenberg rode 
out hec darkness as an 
Englishwoman, married to a 
German who was active in the 
resistance. 


"It was a period I had 


tucked away in a corner." 
Mrs. Bielenberg said recently. 
"But I felt I had been in a 
unique position as an English- 
woman, and I thought I could 
help explain what it was 
like." 


She began by writing three 


chapters and submitting them 
to a publisher. They were 
accepted, and that made her 
go on. "I don't know if I 
would have done' it if I had 
realized how painful it was 
going to be," she said. "But 
afterwards it was like a 
catharsis, and now I can talk 
more objectively." 


When Mrs, Bielenberg first 


moved to Germany with her 
new husband, the Nazi regime- 
had just come into power. 
"On the surface, things were 
pretty all right there," she 
recalled. "I was happily mar- 
ried, I had two children. We 
knew many Jews and knew 
some who were leaving the 
country, others who were 
being harassed, forced out of 
jobs. But the realization didn't 
come in a blink. It's only 
when it hits you personally 
that you realize what things 
were really like." 


There were two occasions, 


she said, which brought her to 
her senses. "One day my 
husband and I were in a full 
restaurant, and there were 
some very nice young Jews 
there," she recalled. "Some 
drunken oafs in uniform came 
in. One said, 'This place 
stinks,' and the other said, 
'Yes, and I know why.' 


"The other was that we had 


a Jewish doctor for the' chil- 
dren," she continued. "Even- 
tually he asked me if I still 
wanted him to come. I said, 
'why not?' He told me he'd 
had threatening letters telling 
him to keep Ms hands off 
Aryan children. And he warn- 
ed me Ms phone was tapped." 


Mrs. Bielenberg's husband, 


a lawyer, gave up his practice 
when a socialist whose case 
he had won against the state 


was marched off to jail right 
after his trial. "He spent all 
night looking for the' man," 
Mrs. Bielenberg said. "Finally 
somebody asked him if he 
hadn't heard of 'protective 
custody.1 That was when my 
husband realized there was no 
more law." 


The couple decided to stay 


in Germany because they 
thought they might be able to 
help from within. Bielenberg, 
however, u 11 i m a t e 1 y was 
arrested bv the Nazis for his 


participation in a plot to kill 
Hitler. 


His wife decided to help in 


the only way she knew—testi- 
fy before the Gestapo in hopes 
that two sets of identical lies 
would appear to be the truth. 


"I was terrified until I saw 


a woman official slap a man 
who was in chains," she said. 
"That made me so angry, I 
stopped being afraid." Th* 
guise worked and Bielenberg 
was released shortly there- 
after.

Children Taught to Face Facts of Illness 


NEW YORX(AP)~ Chroni- 


cally ill children should be 
encouraged to live as indepen- 
dent and normal a life as 
possible, advises Dr. Virginia 
Canale, a pediatnc hematolo- 
gist whose practice involves 
many such patients. 


To achieve this goal re- 


quires education and counsel- 
ing for both children and 
parents, declares the attrac- 
tive brunette physician who is 
associated with the Children's 
Blood Foundation clinics at 
the New York Hospital-Cornell 
Medical Center. 


"Otr philosophy—to present 


to the children the facts of 
their illness—may have been 
forced upon us because chil- 
dren no longer can be kept in 
a protective type of environ- 
ment," she explained. "They 
are exposed to much more 
knowledge now through read- 
ing newspapers and maga- 
zines and watching television. 


"A Chronic illness has defi- 


nite emotional and psycho- 
logical effects," continued Dr. 
Canale. "If you're going to 
treat it you must take' into 
consideration its impact on 
children and parents." 


As director of the Pediatric 


Transfusion Clinic which the 
Children's Blood Foundation 
helps support, she deals pri- 
marily with v i c t i m s of 
Cooley's anemia, an inherited 
disease which in its severe 
form requires regular blood 
transfusions in order to keep 
the children alive. 


"We don't just take care of 


their blood problems, which 
affect the whole body chemis- 
try, but we also essentially 
are their pediatrician," she

noted. "We give them routine 
care, including immunizations, 
treat infections and watch 
growth patterns." 


While children afflicted with 


such illnesses formerly died 
at an early age, better diag- 
nostic techniques and trans- 
fusions mean they are now 
reaching adulthood and facing 
social as well as physical 
problems. 


"I educate them medically 


about their disease, but they 
have the decision of how 
they're going to face it," said 
Dr. Canale. 


The clinic's total care ap- 


proach extends to vocational, 
academic, sexual, social and 
p s y c h ological adjustment. 
Group sessions not only help 
the youngsters learn the facts 
of their illness but also show 
them they are not alone. 
Schools are urged to encour- 
age these students and give 
them 
vocational 
guidance, 


something to aim for. 


"The older they get, the 


more fears there are in these 
children," Dr. Canale pointed 
out. "They know something is 


wrong and are aware of the 
fact they may die. We now 
have 12 children over age 20, 
including one in college, and 
the presence of this older 
group out in the world has 
been a great impetus to the 
children and adolescents. 


"I am very truthful with 


them I don't try to hide 
facts, but I say, 'Yes, you are 
sick but I have hope to offer 
through your being as well as 
you are at the age you are.' I 
make it clear that we are 
constantly investigating, try- 
ing to find new ways to help 
them and consequently they 
are always willing to submit 
to tests to aid research." 


Often parents' reaction to 


their child's illness is one of 
denial, but Dr. Canale forces 
them to face reality. "In 
order to work with the chil- 
dren we have to educate the 
parents since the children go 
back to the home environ- 
ment," she said. 


Sessions with parents not 


only acquaint them with all 
aspects of their child's condi- 
tion but stress the importance 


of moking him independent by 
loosening the strings and let- 
ting him go out on his own. 


"If you get overprotective 


parents they can deny chil- 
dren association with their 
peers, turn them into hypo- 
chrondriacs and ruin their 
lives," Dr. Canale cautioned. 
"Instead, parents of chronical- 
ly ill children should seek the 
correct medical and rehabili- 
tation advice from a well- 
qualified source and not listen 
to the lady down the street. 
They should try not to make 
the illness rule their lives 
completely, but create an 
environment as normal as 
possible, e s p e c i a l l y when 
there are siblings involved." 


Dr. Canale, in her early 30s, 


became interested in medicine 
when she took biology in high 
school. She received her medi- 
ical degree from Woman's 
Medical College of Pennsyl- 
vania and says she has en- 
countered no discrimination in 
the profession except that "as 
a female you have to get 
superior marks in order to get 
into a medical school."

to leave. What makes that even stranger 
is that her parents are strict, old- 
fashioned in some ways and she still has a 
curfew. 


A year ago, when her mother took her 


key away for some infraction, she started 
to run away. But her car had a dead 
battery, so the escape took on comic 
overtones — it's tough to run away in a 
car that can't start. She finally made it (to 
her brother's house, across the street) but 
came home soon. 


She's never traveled, outside of one trip 


with her family to New York. She hasn't 
even been to Santa Barbara, San Diego or 
San Francisco. Her family won't let her 
travel alone or even with girl friends.

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Actor finds political activism helpful

NEW YORK (AP) - Joseph Campanula, 


soon to start his third season playing a trial at- 
torney in the "Lawyer" segment of NBC's 
"The Bold Ones," believes devoutly his po- 
litical activism for actors. It opened up for him 
what has become a profitable sideline: nar- 
rating actuality programs for television. 


A few years back, Campanella was working 


steadily in New York-produced soap operas 
and, in his spare time, as a Democrat volunteer 
in John V. Lindsay's first campaign for mayor. 
He was tapped to be the sales voice in radio and 
television commercial spots for the candidate. 


As a result, David Wolper's organization 


hired him to narrate a series of specials, in- 
cluding the quadrennial "Making of the 
President" 
and the annual National 


Geographic series. 


His prime-time television career was harder 


to get into high gear, butit also was the result of 
chance. An important studio executive was 
looking for an actor for a certain role, and his 
wife recalled seeing a likely candidate in a 
daytime serial— "a man named 'Roy' Cam- 
panella." 


"There have been occasions when it was 


suggested that I change my name," Joe said. 
"But Campanella has worked afl right for me, 
and it sure worked all right for Roy." 


Joseph Campanella spent several seasons 


commuting from his native Manhattan base to 
Hollywood to work in films and television. 


He has been involved for the past two seasons 


in an idyllic existence for an actor—eight 
segments of "The Bold Ones" a year—perhaps 
three months' work—and the rest of the time 
free to perform in other series and in films. 


This season NBC will chop "The Bold Ones" 


from three to two alternating segments—the 
"Doctors" and the "Lawyers" —after can- 
celling the "Senator" segment The move 
makes sense economically—two production 
companies instead of three, and a total of 22 
new programs in instead of 24 or 26. 


"That assignment will take care of 15 or 16 


weeks," reflected the actor, "and I'll continue 
to be free for some film work. Besides, I like to 
get back to the stage often—it is good for an ac- 
tor to stretch his muscles and get back in 
contact with audiences." 


Joe, with a full Hollywood working schedule, 


moved west two seasons ago with his wife, 
former singer-dancer Jill Bartholomew and 
their four young sons. He has become a 
passionate California convert—the weather, 
the life-style, even the turbulent politics. 


While be has, for an actor, a secure situation, 


the stage remains bis first true love. He came 
to acting after thinking seriously about 
engineering as a profession, and was such a 
good athlete that he tried out for the former 
New York Giants. He abandoned professional 
baseball when he learned he might be farmed 
out to a minor league team for apprenticeship. 


' 'I think something important is happening to 


the theater," he said, "and it is happening far 
away from Broadway, which is all to the good. 
There are so many young people interested in 
the theater: I wa^impressed by that when I 
spent some time" with university students in 
Florida recently. 


"I think those kids should have a chance to 


try the theater, and Ithink that they wUl be 
getting it The only way it will survive is to have 
it decentralized Broadway is not carrying the

total burden: it can't It has to emerge from all 
over the country—and the revitalization has to 
come from the kids. And they are doing, rather 
quietly, some very interesting things." 


Her is also concerned about violence in 


television and films. 


"Drama, of course, is a story about the 


unusual-if it is commonplace, it can't be 
drama," he said. "Therefore much drama has 
to be conflict, violence of a kind 


"I think a lot of us growing up with movies- 


and kids now with television-have been im- 
pressed by a sort of implied philosophy about 
good guys and bad guys: if the villain is the 


good gay's enemy, the bad one is likely to wind 
up by getting killed. 


"I don't think that is a good philosophy for 


young people but I do think it has been ham- 
mered into our pattern of thinking. 


"I have four sons, you know, and this bothers 


me now more than it used to."

Turning Vonnegut into movies 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - During the big studio 


era, famous authors came to Hollywood by the 
trainload. They endured their high-salaried 
slavery, then returned to their literary endeav- 
ors richer but often embittered. What's it like 
today? 


Take the case of Kurt Vonnegut Jr., the 


comic fantacist whose far-out novels and short 
stories have won special favor with college-age 
readers. He is partner with producer-director 
Mark Robson in the filming of the author's first 
play, "Happy Birthday, Wanda June." It is 
being made at Columbia with Rod Steiger and 
Susannah York as stars. 


While here, Vonnegut will pay a visit to the 


filming of his novel, "Slaughterhouse Five," 
which is being directed for Universal by 
George Roy Hill ("Butch Cassidy and theSund- 
dance Kid"). 


Would Vonnegut have worked in Hollywood 


during the era when noted novelists were 
grinding out screenplays? 


"Probably so," he replies. "I'm sure I would 


have come out here and collected my $300 to 
|500 a week. Basically, I have the mind of a 
hack. Even though I'm in good financial shape 


now, t still find myself taking assignments I 
shouldn't. An those years of writing anything 
that would par have left their mark." 


Vonnegut was indeed a late bloomer among 


authors. After the war he worked as a police 
reporter for the Chicago City News Service, 
then did a stretch as General Electric publicist 
in Scbenectady, N.Y. In 1950 he tried to earn a 
living as a freelance writer and began hitting 
the slick magazines with science fiction stories. 


Those years brought him scant attention 


from critics, but they had a profound influence 
on his style. 


"I tend to write visually," he observed. "I 


also use a lot of dialogue. Characters talked in 
slick magazine stories, and you had to provide 
scenes so the illustrator could make a picture. 
Id those years the illustrators made more than 
the authors." 


"Cat's Cradle" in 1963 first brought serious 


attention to Vonnegut "Slaughterhouse Five" 
in 1969 "made me respectaWe." 


It is a work of unfettered imagination based 


on Vonnegut's own experience of living through 
the Dresden fire bombing as a prisoner of war. 


Now at the height of his literary fame, 


Vonnegut says he is thinking of abandoning the 
novel. 


Last year he presented "Happy Birthday, 


Wanda June," first off-Broadway, then on. 


"The theater experience was a stimulating 


thing," said the rangy 48-year-old author. "I'd 
like to do more. I'd also like to write for the 
screen-an original screen play, not an adap- 
tation of my works. 


"I don't want to write novels any more. Why 


not? Well, I used to write on Cape Cod, where 
the house was filled with children. When I 
finished writing, I could be among people and 
take part in their activities. 


"But now my children are grown. The house 


is empty; it no longer has people making noise. 
Writing becomes a desolate thing. 


"Besides, I think man is biologically con- 


structed to last 20 years in full productivity. 
That's true whether he is a novelist or a 
surgeon. He's good for 20 years, and then he 
begins faking it. The authors who can last be- 
yond 20 years are those who make a small 
switch-like Norman Mailer, who moved from 
novels to journalism."

"Why don't you ever play family 


films?" 


"Do the movies you show ahvays have 


to be about sex and violence?" 


These kinds of questions are often asked 


of today's movie theater operators, 
sometimes without full knowledge of the 
facts. In Appleton, for example, the 
Viking Theater, during the summers of 
1969 and '70, played "G" and "GP" films 
exclusively, with heavy emphasis on the 
former. For the third straight vacation 
period, the Viking will be devoted to the 
family films. The hopes are that this year 
families will attend. Viking manager 
Wayne Berkley, certainly not alone in this 
aspect, has found that people who com- 
plain about the lack of family films rarely 
attend them when they are booked. 


Many parents send their kids to 


matinees, but the high costs of operating a 
theater require more than children's or 
student tickets to be sold to turn a profit. 
Undoubtedly, the slowed economy has 
hurt business. Coupled with ingrained TV 
viewing habits, developed almost 
irreversably in less than 20 years, the 
money pinch keeps families from at- 
tending movies together. 


In 1971, the Viking will try again, this 


time adding more adult-oriented "G" 
films, occasionally advising parents that 
very small children will not understand 
the picture. 


Berkley is emphasizing the idea that 


attending a film with your children can be 
fun. Not only can so-called children's 
movies (which most theater managers 
would rather think of as family films) be 
enjoyed by adults, but watching children 
have fun can be rewarding to the parents. 


Of the 13 summer weeks, so far eight or 


nine weeks are slated to have "G" 
movies, with the balance being "GP" 
products, which means suitable for 
everyone, but parental discretion ad- 
vised. 


Even Ben Marcus, president of Marcus 


Theatres Management Company, of 
which Appleton's movie houses are a part, 
has sent his personal recommendation to 
managers suggesting intense efforts in 
promoting "Flight of the Doves," which 
leads off the Viking parade of "G" 
movies. He hopes this kind of family film 
will instill in the public the feeling 
"... that the motion picture is still one of 
the great family entertainment mediums 
on this universe." Marcus further feels 
that "Flight of the Doves" "will be one of 
the real motion picture classics in the last 
decade for mass entertainment."

Since neither Kate nor Rita do their own 


material, pressure is on them for heavily- 
interpreted readings and notably stylistic 
approaches. They both utilize a mellow 
soulfulness, which is attractive and 
pleasant but rarely cuts down to where it 
hurts. I opt for "Crazy Love" and "Born 
Under a Bad Sign" as Rita's best, while 
"Lo and Behold-Jesus Is Just All Right" 
and "Handbags and Gladrags" emerge 
for Kate (sister of James and Livingston). 


Alice Stuart looks tough seated on a 


chopper on the front cover, but her voice 
belies the skinny waif-like creature on the 
back. Her voice is the ungrand, un- 
dercolored sound of a hundred forgotten 
oldies — "Johnny's a rebel, but I un- 
derstand him, even if he did fail algebra." 
It's not a bad voice — she has a sense of 
melody and pitch — but it matured 
without seasoning. Her songs are nice, 
tight, conventional numbers, devoid of the 
egotism too many of her male con- 
temporaries indulge in. If she owes an 
obvious debt to other composers oc- 
casionally (e.g., Doug Kershaw on 
"Cajun Man''), she still does them honor 
and herself credit. 


I always think of Carole King as one of

time partner Gerry Goffin, and Aretha 
Franklin's hit "(You Make Me Feel Like) 
A Natural Woman," which she team- 
authored with Goffin and Jerry Wexler. 


Her voice isn't the greatest, but her 


warm, straight-up alto is quite adequate 
for her gentle, heartfelt numbers. "I Feel

as much excitement since Grace Kelly gave up

Benvenuti was trying to get his middleweight 


boxing championship back from Carlos Monzon 
of Argentina, and the fight was being bounced 
off a satellite to millions of TV screens in 
America. 


In the second round, there was a scuffle. 


Suddenly, Benvenuti sprawled on the canvas. 


In the third round, a chopping right hand sent

Suddenly, a white towel floated into the ring. 


Angrily, Benvenuti rushed over and booted it 
between the ropes. An Argentine referee raised 
Monzon's hand. Then chaos erupted. 


There in the middle of it all stood Howard 


Cosell—sinister, hawk-faced, his black hair 
brilliantined slick on his head— rasping, into a 
microphone in tones that threatened to shatter 
bulbs in the light fixtures overhead.' . 


"This is incredible, absolutely incredible," 


barked Cosell. "In all my broad experience I 
have never witnessed anything similar, A 
championship fight cannot be stopped by 
tossing in a towel. Benvenuti was not knocked 
down. He was pushed Not a single clean, ;crisp 
punch was thrown in this fight 


"I shall seek to ferret out an explanation." 
Across the United States, millions of sports 


fans, tuned into ABC's "Wide World of Sports," 
watched the unfolding of the drama un- 
doubtedly with mixed reactions. 


"That's Howard Cosell for you." said one 


segment. "The big popoff. What an egotist! 
Nothing is official until Howard says so." 


Then from the other: 
"You tell 'em, Howie, baby. That's the stuff. 


It takes oldHowie to tell it like itis.1' 


It's impossible to be neutral about Howard 


Cosell, the pompous, acerbic and controversial 
wordsmith who has brought a new dimension to 
sports broadcasting. 


He is a hero to many—forthright, fearlessly 


honest, a 'welcome relief from what Cosell 
himself calls establishment reporters who are 
so fearful of their jobs that they avoid pointed 
questions and critical comments. 


To others, he is an arrogant, arbitrary egotist 


with disdain for his contemporaries, loud and 
brassy, a man who flaunts his Phi Beta Kappa 
key, never uses a two-syllable word when he 
can find one with six and—like a Hollywood 
prima donna—attempts to dominate every 
scene. 


Larry Merchant, sports columnist for the 


New York Post, expressed the attitude of this

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Armchair adventurers 
like TV travelogues

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Travel photos, which 


probably date back to the first box camera, 
usually are more interesting to the fellow who 
took them than to his friends. But in 1929 a frus- 
trated actor named James A. FitzPatrick 
began producing them entertainingly for a 
mass movie market 


In 31 years, FitzPatrick ground out more 


than 300 travelogues, ending his narration of 
each with a line that became a cliche: "As the 
sun sinks slowly in the golden west, we 
reluctantly say farewell to Bombay, the 
gateway to India"—or "Tibet, land of 
isolation" or wherever he happened to be. 


"I decided the line was corny and cut it out, 


but British exhibitors complained," Fitz- 
Patrick recalls now from his home in Fatal 
Springs. "They said, 'Our patrons miss it.' " 


The format FitzPatrick fathered survives 


today in three widely syndicated weekly televi- 
sion shows— 


—-"Three Passports to Adventure," starring 


as narrators and principals the handsome 
Linker family; Hal, his Icelandic-born wife 
Halla and their son David, who estimate 
they've traveled nearly a million miles to 133 
countries. 


—The syndicated "Animals, Action and 


Adventure" and CBS Sunday show, "Animal 
World," of Bill Burrud, 45, a hearty, one-time 
child movie actor who now stresses animals in 
a bid for the younger audience. 


—"Passport to Travel," produced and 


narrated by Hal Sawyer, one-time TV an- 
nouncer. Traveling, he estimates, 100,000 miles 
a year with his camera, he also conducts tours 
and operates a Hollywood travel agency. 


Knowledgeable sources say these shows, 


except for a few local programs and such 
costlier, less frequent specials as Capt. 
Jacques Cousteau's undersea explorations, 
NBC's "Wild Kingdom" and CBS' National 
Geographic studies, are the current big three in 
the travel-adventure field. 


Traveloguers are a tireless breed who face 


freezing, sunstroke, drowning, tarantulas, lions 
and elephants to bring exotic thrills to arm- 
chair adventurers. They found their calling for 
a variety of reasons. FitzPatrick turned to 
producing when he got nowhere as an actor. 
Burrud, recalling his childhood exploits in 
movies, saw travel movies as a means to get 
back in front of a camera. Linker was a travel 
lecturer for whom TV was a natural 
progression. 


Linker, a 50-ish native of New York City, 


trained for the diplomatic service, discovered a 
pubic-speaking gift in college and served as a 
Navy intelligence and briefing officer at Iwo 
Jima and Okinawa. 


"It seemed natural after the war to become a 


travel lecturer," he says. His earlier inspira- 
tion had been the late Burton Holmes, who 
toured lecture halls with hand-colored slides 
and later movies. 


Personally shooting every foot of his film, 


everywhere from Tahiti to the Sahara, Linker 
lectured for 10 years to town halls and 
geographic societies. 


In Iceland to film a 1,000-year-old Viking 


settlement, he saw a young beauty named Hal- 
la—in 
Icelandic 
pronounced 
hodla— 


Gudmundsdottir in a Reykjavik restaurant and 
asked her to pose in native costume. A few 
months later they married. 


Their son David, now 19, a premedical 


student atStanford, has had every birthday in a 
different country, from Nepal to Liechtenstein. 


Sallying forth every summer with his wife, 


son and three crates of camera gear, Hal has 
shot nearly 600,000 feet of film, which he edits in 
a studio at home. 


Adventure? Halla tells of it in her book, 


"Three Tickets to Timbuktu." 


In Cuba they heard the gunfire of Fidel 


Castro's first, unsuccessful attempt at revolu- 
tion.. In Mozambique a faltering truck barely 
saved them from a charging elephant A fistr 
sized Amazonian tarantula came within six 
inches of Halla's face—but she yelled to Hal to 
film it before killing it, which he did. 


"The thing I'm proudest of is that we've 


personally seen everything we show," Linker 
says in the trophy-crammed family den. 
Among the souvenirs: African spears and 
masks, a pygmy bow and poison-tipped arrows, 
and a Tibetan monk's thigh bone made into a 
horn to call the faithful to prayer. 


The husky Burrud, a Hollywood native, acted 


in films between ages 8 and 14. After wartime 
Navy service and university graduation with a 
degree in business administration, he was a 
radio announcer-salesman in suburban Santa 
Ana. ' 


"I had a love for travel and a desire to get on 


camera," he says, so he bought a used camera 
for $120, asked how to set the lens and made his 
first travel film in Santa Barbara. In 17 years 
since that series, "Open Road," Burrud has 
produced a raft of travetadventure packages 
including "Wanderlust," "Vagabond," "True 


•. Adventure" and "The American West" 


Burrud has skin-dived in the Caribbean, 


scaled mountain peaks in the Andes and 
mushed a dog team through Alaska. He shoots 
some of his film and buys other footage from 
outside sources. 


Sawyer, like Linker, 50-ish and born in New 


York City, was an officer on passenger ships 
before turning TV announcer for Eddie Cantor, 
Donald O'Connor and others. Back in the travel 
field with his own TV show, he globetrots with 
his camera because: "You can't tell people 
about Johannesburg based on a trip you made 
15 years ago." 


Sawyer says he shoots about 90 per cent of his 


film, rents some and borrows bits from foreign 
government travel bureaus. He says audience 
surveys indicate he draws increasing numbers 
of young viewers who travel during school 
vacations. 


"I tell them, 'This is what you should see, 


where you should eat what hotels will cost and 
the best time of year to go,'" he says, 


FitzPatrick, 69, a native of Shelton, Conn., 


says, "With sound pictures I saw an oppor- 
tunity to bring the world to millions of people 
who might not get a chance to see it" 


He estimates he has traveled the equivalent 


of 10 round trips to the moon by plane, ship, 
donkey and foot. 


For him, FitzPatrick says, travel Is "an 


irresistible urge." His mottoes are, "Travel 
keeps you young" and "See the world before 
you leave it"

The fourth TV network 


it tries harder

NEW YORK (AP) - Think of public 


television, and what image comes to mind? 


If it's those deadly earnest and deadly dull 


shows the medium cloaked itself in for years, 
you are behind the times. 


Public television, for the first time on the 


threshold of adequate financing, is acquiring a 
new image that is winning viewers grown 
impatient with commercial television's 
reluctance to experiment PTV is establishing 
itself not only as the fourth network, but as a 
vigorous force pioneering new programming 
and giving a twist to old techniques. 


"What we're putting together is a wholly new 


kind of television system," said David Ives, 
president of WGBH-TV, Boston, a leading PTV 
station and a major national production center. 
"If public television gets financed in the proper 
way, then you've eliminated a major factor 
that has distinguished commercial television: 
that you've got to please the widest possible 
audience." 


PTV is now in its 18th year of existence and 


its second year as a network and it is ap- 
proaching maturity with every hope that it can 
achieve the affluence necessary for its in- 
dependence and health. 


The first PTV program to be distributed by 


network was the Public 
Broadcast 


Laboratory's "PBL," which broke new ground 
with the magazine format in 1967. Now the 
Emmy-winning "Great American Dream 
Machine" has carried it to new dimensions. 


"Sesame Street" set the commercial net- 


works back on their heels nearly two years ago 
and they're still scrambling to catch up in 
children's programming. That show and the 
British-produced "Forsyte Saga" gave PTV its 
first hits in its very first season as a network. 


In the coming fall season, while the com- 


mercial networks will be falling back largely 
on the tried and true, the Public Broadcasting 
Service will offer relief from the routine. 


PBS has scheduled a Sunday night children's 


show, a musical magazine, a 90-minute special 
of the weekly one-hour "Hollywood Television 
Theatre," William F. Buckley Jr. In "Firing 
Line," a weekly "Black Journal," and new 
shows for "Masterpiece Theatre," "Great 
American Dream Machine," "The Advocates" 
and "The French Chef' with Julia Child. 


William E Kobin, vice president for 


programming at National Educational 
Television, said, "I think there is a commit- 
ment to attracting new viewers without 
sacrificing quality. There are many publics, 
and as public television I think we have an 
obligation to develop programs for as many of 
these viewers as possible." 


PTV's new image began to take shape a few 


years ago, when it was still distributing 
programs by tape and film through the mail 


The loose ends began to draw together with 


"The Report and Recommendations of the 
Carnegie Commission on Educational 
Television" in early 1967. From that came the 
Public Broadcasting Act of 1967 and the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcasting, The cor- 
poration became the umbrella organization for 
all the production centers and stations. PBS 
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was created a year ago as the network arm of 
the corporation. 


Despite better shows and greater visibility, 


public television still has its problems. In- 
creased funding is on the way, but a solution to 
permanent; long-range financing still eludes 
the system and the White House has yet to 
make a recommendation. 


The corporation hopes to receive $35 million 


from Congress next fiscal year and to raise an 
additional $5 million from private sources. 


"We're shooting for $100 million by 1975," 


said JohnMacy Jr., president of CPB. "Our ob- . 
jective is permanent financing because we're 
reaching the point where we need financial 
assurance. And we* need the additional in- 
sulation that long-term financing provides." 


The question of insulation from congressional 


second-guessing and the location of the cor* 
poration and network in Washington arouses 
some of the old infighting that characterized 
PTV in its salad days. 


Some believe that this shift in power to 


Washington is a reason for fewer hard-hitting 
documentaries in recent years. 


Kobin said, "I think it is a fact that this 


system is not very receptive to them. The 
nature of the system is such that more and 
more of the financing will come from Congress 
and the network structure of PBS is predicated 
on the fact that it is a station-controlled net- 
work. So if you have a combination of these 
two, financial dependence on Congress and 
control located in 200 stations, I think it adds up 
to a problem for producers." 


Macy, who said he sees the corporation as a 


"heat shield" from interference, disagrees. 
"My feelings are those concerns are without 
substance. We've bad no pressure from 
Congress. Nevertheless, I feel it is important to 
have added insulation because that possibility 
always exists." 


Hartford Gunn, president of PBS and former 


president of WGBH-TV, said, "For all the 
'sturm and drang,' the fact is that we have 
never turned down a public affairs program 
from a major production center." 


The smaller stations—with fewer resources 


and thus more susceptible to community pres- 
sures—have complained for years about 
controversial documentaries. Some have 
refused to run them, such as the time six 
stations refused to air NET's "Who Invited 
Us?" a little over a year ago. The documen- 
tary examined American foreign policy. On the 
other hand, KCETTV in Los Angeles aired 
"The Banks and The Poor" despite a threat 
that it would lose a grant from a bank. The 
show probed the lending and credit policies of 
banks. 


The future of PTV depends, of course, on 


adequate financing unfettered by restrictive 
controls and second-guessing. And unless 
commercial television should escape its long- 
established pattern of relying on material of 
proven audience appeal, public television will 
virtually have the field to itself to experiment 
and innovate new styles and programs. 


Kobin said, "Basically, I think the system is 


going to get stronger and str^e;. I think this 
is just the takeoff point. With any luck at all this 
can become the first network—not just the 
fourth network,"

Gene Barry finds movies 


comfortable for actors 


NEW YORK (AP) - Now that "The Name of 


the Game" no longer is on the air, Glen 
Howard, hard-driving publisher of the fictitious 
"People Magazine" has fought his last battle 
against crime and corruption. 


But Gene Barry, who played that role on the 


TV series, has a lot of battles left to fight, and 
he appears not at all bothered by the fact the 
program was canceled 


His eyes crinkling thoughtfully in his tanned 


face, Barry talked about the program over 
several cups of morning coffee in the 
restaurant of his New York hotel 


'"The Name of the Game' did seem to come 


out pretty terrific," he began, "because I think 
the whole project was made like movies. But 
we were controlled by costs and there were 
tremendous .pressures at all levels. 


"Friday night TV is a non-winner," he con- 


tinues. "If s the night you go out And sure the 
show was so expensive to make, I guess it was 
difficult to get a sponsor who could carry the 
load" 


Television has been good to Barry though, 


since he also has starred on two other long-run- 
ning series, "Bat Masterson" and "Burke's 
Law." He says his record is satisfying, but TV 
isn't his favorite medium. 


"Acting on TV Is acting through the wrong 


end of the megaphone," he comments. "You're 
acting in the big end and it comes out the'little 
one, You can't enlarge your premises or format 
too much, and the format is what becomes a 
success. That's why TV can be non-challenging 
for a creative person," 


Barry says the most comfortable place for an 


actor is making a motion picture, where there 
is plenty of time and there are no budget 


pressures. But now he says he'd like to work in 
the theater again, where his career began. 


His first role was in "The Merry Widow," on 


Broadway. And his first film was "Catherine 
Was Great." He also has appeared in "War of 
the Worlds," "Soldier of Fortune," and "Hong 
Kong Confidential" 


"Nothing about my career has been ac- 


cidental," Barry says. "I've wanted it since I 
was 6. It's all I ever wanted, and I consider 
myself lucky I knew what I wanted to do." 


To the outside world, Barry fulfills his own 


definition of success—"A man who does that 
which he feels satisfied by and does itwelL" 


But, "within my work, I don't think I'm 


successful," he says, "I'm still on the road. 
There are times when I think wouldn't it be fun 
to stop simmering, to find some remote place 
and just live. But then I turn around and say to 
myself, 'you might be able to take it for a year, 
but then you'd be right back in there pitching.'" 


Acting hasn't been Barry's only challenge. 


He's also been involved in political campaigns 
supporting Democratic candidates, and says 
one day he could be involved in a campaign of 
his own. 


"There was a need for political aspirants to 


dress up their political meetings, so some ac- 
tors got in the act that way," he notes, "But 
some of us became more involved It's possible 
I would run for political office some day— 
probably on a local level I can see myself in- 
volved in problems confronting urban areas." 


Personally, however, Barry says he lives a 


quiet life. He is married to former actress 
Betty Kalb and they are the parents of a young 
daughter.

WASHINGTON (AP) - When "The Great 


White Hope" opened to Broadway fanfare and 
acclaim on Oct. 3,1968, there were amused and 
satisfied smiles at Washington's Arena Stage. 


For the hit play, which went on to trans- 


formation into an equally successful film, was 
developed at Arena and had its premiere there 
Dec. 7,1967. 


Between May and October of the following 


year, "Indians" also made the shift from Arena 
to Broadway. 


While this is gratifying to one of Aenation's 


best known regional theaters, those involved in 
Arena's management insist it is an incidental 
prestige bonus. They say their commitment is 
to the capital, and that they would be just as 
happy to see a new play go on to another re- 
gional theater. 


This fundamental commitment led Arena 


several months ago to steam ahead with 
"Pueblo," a semi-documentary about the 
captured U.S. intelligence ship, despite dark 
hints of legal action on the ground that it in- 
vaded the privacy of the Pueblo's skipper, 
Cmdr. Lloyd M. Bucher. 


There was a happy resolution to that minor 


crisis: Bucher saw the first public performance 
and was so pleased that he joined the cast over 
drinks afterward. 


The crisis that won't be solved so con- 


vivially—not unique to Arena—is financial 


Zelda Fichandler, the founder and producing 


director, and her husband Thomas, executive 
director, say they are engaged in a constant 
struggle against a fiscal deficit 


Fichandler, who also is president of the 


League of Resident Theaters, says that "while 
business is good, we are all losing money." 


At Arena, he told an interviewer, "We are 


normally filled to 90 per cent of capacity, but 
that's not enough to break even while we 
maintain a reasonable price scale, which is our 
responsibility. We put on expensive and dif- 
ficult plays, and Zelda is unwilling to cut back 
and won't cut back after 20 years." 


Arena has no permanent acting troupe, but 


there is an irreducible payroll of about 80 per- 
sons ranging from set, costume and lighting 
designers to ticket sellers and parking lot at- 
tendants. 


While half the 811 seats in the Arena are 


regularly sold on * subscription basis, the 


theater runs an annual deficit of $300,000 to 
1350,000, said Fichandler. The money must be 
made up from other sources in a city where 
there is no major industry and only a few 
moneyed foundations. 


"It's an impossible town to raise money in," 


Fichandler said. "There are so many demands 
and theater is always down the list People 
think of the symphony, the dance companies 
and so on. And they think of the theater as a 
place where you make a killing, but not many 
plays do, and even in New York it's the musical 
theater that makes money. 


"And people see these buildings we have here 


and think we have lots of money." 


The buildings weren't always as impressive 


as the $3-million complex Arena now occupies 
in Washington's Southwest redevelopment area 
near the Potomac. 


It was in the winter of 1948 that Mrs. 


Fichandler, a Phi Beta Kappa graduate of 
Cornell, and 40 others, including a policeman, a 
lawyer, a tennis pro and a jeweler,raised$15,000 
in 10 days to exercise an option on an old movie 
house in downtown Washington. There Arena 
opened the 1950-51 season with "She Stoops to 
Conquer" and "Of Mice and Mea 


Five years and 55 productions later it became 


evident that the old Hippodrome's 247 seats 
weren't enough to support the venture, and 
Mrs. Fichandler closed Arena for a year to 
search for new quarters. 


She found them in an unlikely spot: an 


abandoned brewery in an area called Foggy 
Bottom. 


There Arena reopened in November 1956 with 


the American premiere of a full-length version 
of Arthur Miller's "A View From the Bridge," 
directed by Alan Schneider. 


The subscription plan was devised to create a 


basically stable audience, and the Ford 
Foundation made grants to Mrs. Fichandler 
personally, then to underwrite production of a 
new script, and to encourage development of a 
resident acting company. 


But the old brewery lay in the path of a new 


freeway, and again Arena needed a home. This 
proved to be its most ambitious move, into a 
new theater where it still resides. 


The city made the plot available. There were 


foundation grants of $300,000, other gifts of 
$75,000, sale of $225,000 in bonds, a $250,000 
mortgage. A later grant of $863,000 from the 


Ford Foundation paid off the mortgage and the 
bonds, purchased the site and allowed im- 
provements in the new building. 


Chicago architect Harry Weese designed the 


in-the-round house with 811 seats in four tiers 
and 11 boxes. 


The stage can be large or small, sunken or 


raised Entrances may be made through four 
tunnels from each corner, from under the 
stage, or from aides in the theater. 


It opened in 1961 with "The Caucasian Chalk 


Circle," again with Schneider as director. 


Subscription rolls swelled, and the theater 


overflowed. There were rehearsals on the 
lawn; set construction cluttered the parking 
lot 


Weese returned to design a companion 


theater, a more conventional one with a flexible 
stage and 500 seats in a fanshaped house. 


Named the Kreeger for insurance executive 


David Lloyd Kreeger, who pledged $250,000, it 
opened this spring. Again there was a grant 
from the Ford Foundation, of $800,000. 


The Ford Foundation and the federally 


financed National Endowment for the Arts 
have made up Arena's deficit the past two 
years, but the foundation has indicated that 
next season is the last in which the Arena can 
expect sizable help from it 


Fichandler foresees a small boost in ticket 


prices, which now range from $2.60 to $5.75. He 
hopes to win broader community support 
through an enlarged board of trustees. White 
recognizing the place of strictly commercial 
theater, he said those who regard themselves 
as Washington society usually think first of 
the National, which plays New York previews 
and road companies.

"We are not a 'society1 theater," he said. 


"The National is • hotel for plays; this is • 
home for plays." 


While Fichandler's major concern is 


finances, his trim, softspoken brunette wife 
involves herself in every phase of the operation' 
from set and costume design to hiring the 
troupe and selecting the plays. She has directed 
a number of plays herself. 


The second production in the new Kreeger 


Theater was the American premiere of "Wipe- 
out Games" by Eugene lonesco, one of the 
major writers for the theater of the absurd. 


It was the Arena production immediately 


preceding that of the happy ending with Cmdr.

'•Mannix" 
has 
contributed ap- 


proximately $25 million to the gross 
national product and has provided em- 
plojment in some measure for 20.000 
persons directly connected with some 
aspect oi the production of the 115 
episodes that \\ill be "in the can" by fall. 


Feu viewers realize the time, money, 


planning and production personnel 
required to film a television series — 
those faceless names commonh referred 
to as the "end credits." 


In fact, these people* the writers, 


directors, 
actors 
and 
immediate 


production staff represent just a small, 
albeit important, fraction oi the entire 
picture. 


Paramount Television has paid $700,000 


to writers for original stories for the 
series. Including Connors and "Mannix'' 
co-star Gail Fisher, over 12,000 actors and 
extras have been employed, receiving in 
excess of $6 million in salaries and fringe 
benefits and an additional Si million in 
residual payments. 


On the production side, the usual 


shooting film crew numbers 60 persons, 
supported by a Paramount Television unit 
staff of another 100 production executive, 
script, staff and production secretaries, 
film editors, soundmen and similar 
specialized employes and technicians. 
Add another 1,000 studio employes, 
supported by "Mannix," who are in- 
strumental in the pre-production work on 
each segment of the series, including set 
directors, musicians, painters, drivers, 
photographic lab men and numerous 
other specially trained experts. 


Each episode of the series is budgeted in 


the neighborhood of $200,000, depending 
on the size and "name value" of the cast,

Mike Connors and Gail Fisher ha\e 


made thousands of personal appearances 
across the nation and around the world. 
including main for some 100 charitable 
organizations. The series and its stars and 
production personnel have received man\ 
national, international and industry 
awards, nominations and commendations 
— and thousands oi letters from fans 
weekly. 


" 'Mannix' is designed to be sheer 


entertainment — we don't preach or have 
any message to impart to our audjence." 
relates Connors. "We entertain, we ex- 
cite, we take our viewers away from their 
everyday problems and totally involve 
them in the slighth larger-than-life ad- 
ventures and misadventures of Joe 
Mannix. To do less than our best would 
sacrifice 
the production quality and 


dramatic excitement that our viewers 
expect each week." Connors says. 


For the coming season, producers Goff 


and Roberts plan no radical departures 
from the established ''Mannix" format 
"Why tamper with success?" said Gofi. 
"If anything, our scripts this year are 
even more exciting." Roberts added.

Straddles Straight, 
Hip Communities 


By David F. Wagner 


MILWAUKEE — Take thousands of young people 


seeking an alternative life style and place them in a 
small area of a large city and there will be hassles 
with straights. Milwaukee has perhaps 7,000 
residents, many of them transients, in its east side 
freak community, one of the largest concentrations 
of Youth Culture in the nation. 


Not surprisingly, community relations are 


strained, increased drug use is evident and, for 
many of the freaks, simple survival has replaced 
dreams of a romantic, adventurous counter- 
culture. To cope with these and other problems, 
East Side Projects was born a few months ago. At 
the head of ESP is Mike Bell, a former Roman 
Catholic priest in the unusual position of being 
funded by the Lutheran church and headquartered 
in a Baptist church. 


Bell dropped out of the priesthood about 18 


months ago without going through the official red 
tape, so he has been excommunicated by Rome. 
Because he wanted to be more directly involved in 
helping people with contemporary problems than 
he could as a priest, he bypassed bureaucracy, 
opting for the quickest route. 


A native of Toronto, Bell has had experience with 


drug problems. At one point, he worked with ad- 
dicts in a New York City jail. He has lived in 
Greenwich Village and was in Paris during the May 
of 1968 student uprising. These three aspects of his 
past are reflected in his beliefs today. 


Having seen drug addiction at its worst, he is 


concerned about his observation that a freak 
community gradually swings from soft to hard 
drugs. Having lived in Greenwich Village before its 
wide publicity of the last decade, he has ex- 
perienced a Bohemian existence not unlike the 
current east side scene. Having witnessed firsthand 
in Paris one of the few contemporary examples of 
students and the working class uniting — and 
nearly bringing down a government — he ap- 
preciates the need for freaks to link with hard hats 
if changes are to be made in the system. 


Last June, Mike was hired by the Board of 


American Missions of the Lutheran Church in 
America as a community organizer in the east side 
area. In the next few months, more and more 
volunteers showed up and in January, East Side 
Projects was incorporated. 


Today, Mike and wife Arlene, who will become 


parents in a few months, live in the midst of the 
community they seek to serve, in a formerly 
elegant but still rather romantic multi-family, 2l/z- 
story -town house several blocks from 
ESP 


headquarters, First Baptist Church on Ogden 
Street. 


On a recent cool spring morning, Bell was in- 


terviewed in his second floor study. It wasn't cold

enough to require the coal furnace, but the study 
was warmer than the downstairs living room, so we 
had our col fee and conversation there. The ex- 
priest, whose dark-rimmed glasses are framed by 
shoulder-length hair and a full beard, was dressed 
in a pair of paint-splattered, fading blue jeans, a 
plaid wool shirt, droopy white socks and old hush 
puppy loafers. His brick-and-boards book case had 
titles ranging from 
"The 
Autobiography of 


Malcolm X" to "Candy," with stops in between at 
infant care, black history, Shakespeare and the 
Church. Bell, in fact, wrote one of his two master's 
theses on the prophetic themes in speeches by 
Malcolm X. The interview, during which Bell 
nearly chain-smoked menthol cigarettes, 
was 


punctuated by several phone calls. He is on call at 
all times; he may be talking on the phone at 3 a.m. 
and sleeping at noon. 


Although Mike Bell is the actual leader of ESP, he 


emphasized that he was speaking as an individual, 
not as a spokesman of the group. 


East Side Projects is not an easily-defined 


operation. It is fluid, attempting to be flexible in 
dealing with situations on a wide variety of fronts. 
Nine persons comprise the official group, ranging 
from former priests to Vista and social workers, 
but participants include many members of the 
freak community. 


Among early projects is Alternate Site, an out- 


door meeting place for the young. The idea grew out 
of last summer's four nights of running street 
battles between young people and police at Water 
Tower Park, fights which gave Bell a dejavu 
sensation about his time in Paris. 


growing, though Mike claims the city has no great 
"H" problem —. yet. 


Again, Bell feels police chief Breier is standing in 


the way of dealing with drug abuse. In many other 
cities, officials don't hassle young people for grass 
and hash use and, in turn, the young aid police in 
stopping hard drugs. Breier, however, insists on the 
letter of the law, so reciprocal cooperation is not 
possible, marijuana busts are common and the 
hard stuff flourishes. 


Currently in negotiation is a Survival Center 


location, which will operate out of an office on or 
near Brady Street and a bus to be near events 
where young people gather. Honest, basic in- 
formation in five categories is the goal of Survival 
Center: 


1—Death drug information. 
2—Mental and physical health assistance, in- 


cluding VD, mononucleosis, pregnancies 
and 


hepatitis. 


3—Vocations for social change, which will offer 


positive alternatives to today's society. This idea 
began in California. 


4—Create or find jobs. 
5—General information on where the action is. 
Another pragmatic program for which ESP is 


striving is free legal counseling in areas of drug and 
runaway problems, as well as tenant rights. The 
young people just don't know where they stand, 
legally, and this project, in cooperation with the 
National Lawyers Guild, will clear up questions. 
For example, longhairs who are not being charged 
with anything do not have to empty their pockets 
when being questioned by police. Occasionally, 


approach," he says, but he hopes ESP can work as 
a bridge between the two divergent life styles. It 
tries to develop the ability to create alternatives 
which the freaks feel are needed to improve the 
quality of life. "They have been snowmobiled to 
death" is the way Bell describes the disen- 
chantment with traditional 
consumer-oriented 


middle class values. 


In Alternatives, the ESP newsletter, the group's 


basic stand on Youth Culture is outlined: 


"We believe that the Youth Culture has a right to 


exist. It has a desire for self-autonomy and has 
many resources, especially the highly talented 
individuals it attracts. But it needs assistance. ESP 
sees itself as an enabler, a facilitator. We do not tell 
the community what it needs. We try to listen to 
expressed needs and help members of the culture 
respond to them." 


As to the future: 
"The roots of the Youth Culture are found in the 


American Suburban way of life; more precisely in 
the breakdown or unresponsiveness of its in- 
stitutions — the family, the school, the churches, 
the political and economic system. The survival of 
the culture will rest upon its ability to create its own 
alternatives. This is what ESP is all about — 
Alternatives." 


Bell feels ESP is able to provide these alter- 


natives partially by learning from the experience of 
others. "Milwaukee is not a happening place," he 
notes. Situations, good and bad, originate on either 
or both coasts and "funnel to the midwest, giving us 
time to prepare for them." 


The community needs more time to judge ESP, 


BRIDGE BETWEEN DIVERGENT LIFE STYLES 


The park had been a favorite congregating spot 


for longhairs and nearby occupants of apartment 
houses complained of late night noise. Police were 
called and violence erupted. Even after physical 
confrontation subsided, the situation festered, with 
young people complaining about a lack of gathering 
places and city officials waxing long about peace 
and quiet and rights of apartment dwellers. Over 
the winter months, ESP and members of the 
community organized street people, youth and 
leaders of business, politics and religion to find 
another site to gather. It has been a hot con- 
troversy, with opinions split on both sides. To a 
certain extent, this is a test case for freaks, who 
have decided to give the system a chance, to work 
within it, just so they won't be co-opted or com- 
promised. 


A site was found, but Milwaukee Police Chief 


Harold Breier, a man not in favor with Bell, op- 
posed it, claiming he did not have enough police to 
enforce laws in the area. Breier further stated that 
the park, which would be on county land, should be 
for all the people, rather than just the young. Bell 
termed this "unrealistic," noting that the yacht and 
gun clubs, for example, are on county land and they 
have limited access. 


In a recent surprise development, an Alternate 


Site has been okayed by the County Park Com- 
mission on an experimental basis. This represents 
a victory for ESP and a defeat for Chief Breier and 
his department. Bell wonders how the police will 
respond, because, as he observed, the MPD has it in 
its power to make life very rough at the trial site. 


If Alternate Site has received the most publicity, 


the work ESP does with drug problems gets to the 
core of the most threatening element of the freak 
community. The gradual change from soft to hard 
drugs bodes ill for the young and Bell feels the next 
two summers are critical. The use of heroin is 
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police will claim that under casual questioning, a 
longhair just happened to "drop" an illegal drug 
out of his pocket, so they had to arrest him. Bell 
feels proper advisement of rights will make the 
young less "clumsy." 


Many of the residents of the east side are 


runaways who, unlike their predecessors, have a 
place to go. The problem facing Bell and ESP is 
that if an adult knows a minor is a runaway and 
doesn't report the child within a day, he is guilty of 
contributing to the delinquincy of a minor, a far 
more serious charge than the actual running away. 
Because there are many runaways on the east side, 
each of whom has a real or imagined problem 
which led to running away, the potential for legal 
hassles is great. ESP hopes to encourage a law 
change to give more time to deal with each child. 


If ESP members are forced to hand over all 


runaways to authorities, the trust on which the 
program depends will be smashed. As it is, Bell 
said, it took several months to convince the 
residents he wasn't a nark. 


These and other legal problems, Bell feels, will be 


handled 
efficiently 
and 
economically 
if 


paraprofessionals are trained by real lawyers. 


Among other ESP developments are a children's 


art workshop, a coffee house called Storefront 
Manor and a much-needed community center. First 
Baptist Church recently agreed to a four-month 
experimental use of part of its facilities for a 
community center, through the end of October. 


At ESP headquarters there is a switchboard.

"What we are doing is forming a 
political base, creating a sphere of influence." 


Two of the most important considerations about 


the alternative Youth Culture, Bell concluded, are 
the experimentation of life styles and the fact that 
the so-called dropouts from society are often from 
among the more intelligent of the young. 


It would be a waste to see this great potential 


destroyed by drugs or conflicts with the rest of the 
community.

The history of the founding of today's Kaukauna 


High School Alumni Association is on the front page 
of the first Alumni News in an article that notes the 
idea had been discussed for many years before its 
actual organization. Yet, it never took shape until a 
meeting in the civic auditorium on the night of April 
5, 1936 "At that meeting," the article states, "the 
organization was completed, constitution and by- 
laws adopted and a board of directors elected." 


It was decided that night that few meetings were 


needed and the organization would concentrate on 
three activities — the establishment of a Rally Day 
during high school commencement week, the 
assistance and participation in high school 
homecoming activities, and a Christmas reunion 
party. At first, the annual meeting was at the 
Christmas get-together with the change to Rally 
Day coming later as more feasible. 


Faithful Backer 


One of the most faithful backers of the 


Association is 99-year-old alumnus, the Rev. Percy 
W Gibson. Every year he writes a letter from his 
present home in Waseca, Minn., and sends one of 
his inspirational poems written especially for the 
occasion 


The retired Congregational minister has been 


doing it since 1936, and his interest is understood 
readily when it becomes known he was a member of 
Kaukauna High School's first class — the 
"Columbian Class of 1893". He also was the first 
president of an Alumni Association organized in 
1894 This predecessor of the present Association 
seems to have petered out after intermittent years 
of activity and then nothing. 


The Rev. Mr. Gibson came back to Kaukauna 


twice to attend the June rally. One was for his 60th 
anniversary of graduation; he led the assemblage 
in prayer that year. Later, when the 1963 edition of 
the Alumni News was dedicated to the retired 
minister, he presented this brief speech: "It would 
take more than the atomic power to break up the 
good fellowship displayed here tonight." 


Still active in the Senior Club he helped found in 


Waseca, the retired parson finds time for church 
work, the writing of poetry and the compilation of a 
scrapbook for the historical society he's belonged to 
for many years. It is in this year's Alumni News 
that he recalls how things were back in 1893. 


"I well remember the old school on the island 


where we had good teachers and a fine 'Columbian 
Class'. We did not have the buildings and equip- 
ment students have today, yet we managed to 
graduate with honor. Our gym classes consisted of 
walks around the island and visits to the photo 
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gallery nearby. Our facility may have been crude, 
but we did survive." 


There were eight students in that Columbian 


Class of 78 years ago. Their names were published 


in the history of Kaukauna High School in The 
Alumni News of 1947. The 1893 graduates were 
Celeste J. Chamberlain, Clara Mae Eckhardt, 
Verna Mae Flint, Albert Donne Gibson, Percy W. 
Gibson, Grace Hallock, Annie J. Reese and William 
Sullivan. 


Quoting the Kaukauna Times for June 23, 1893, 


the first graduation was described. Each graduate 
read an essay and the program was "generally 
interspersed 
with musical selections 
by the 


Kalaphon quartet of Chicago." 


The Times reported the evening event in this 


manner: "The first annual 
commencement 


exercises of Kaukauna high school were held at 
Heindel's hall (above the Bank of Kaukauna) last 
Thursday evening.

For years the Communist propaganda machine 


in Russia has assured the world that there was no 
Jewish problem in that country, that all Jews were 
happy and none wanted to leave the Soviet Union. 


Through a regime of terror and intimidation the 


authorities saw to it that this idyllic picture would 
not be contradicted. However, as it often happens, 
humiliation of the human soul and oppression of the 
mind can be carried and endured only up to a 
certain point. Beyond that limit even the most 
brutal measures will prove worthless. It seems 
obvious that the Russian authorities overstepped 
that limit in their inhumane treatment of their 
Jewish minority. 


In a most venomous flood of publications and 


broadcasts the Jew has been stereotyped as in- 
corporating all the ills of society. Communist 
cartoons and slogans surpassed even the most 
vicious anti-Jewish propaganda of the Nazis, the 
only difference being that Communist propaganda 
uses the term "Zionists" instead of "Jews."

To their astonishment, the Soviet authorities soon 


realized that their attacks on the Jewish religion, 
Jewish culture and Jewish pride have borne the 
very opposite results they have expected. The Jews 
of imposed silence have become courageous; they 
have suddenly decided to shake off the yoke of 
spiritual enslavement; 
they have come to the 


conclusion that no jail, no physical torture can be as 
harsh and as severe as the daily unceasing 
harassment and humiliation of the soul. For the 
first time in the half-century history of Communist 
Russia the impossible and the unbelievable hap- 
pened! Thousands of Jews, most of them young 
academicians and professionals, demanded their 
constitutional rights to immigrate from Russia to 
the State of Israel. 


Off/ca/s Flabbergasted 


The authorities were flabbergasted; no more 


could they belie the world concerning the real state 
of Russian Jews. Applications from Jews who 
wished to immigrate to Israel (80,000 of them) were 
flooding the government offices in a constant 
stream. In addition, letters with full signatures 
were sent to the United Nations and to heads of 
governments of the free world with a plea to in- 
tercede on their behalf with the Russian govern- 
ment. 


Here is a short excerpt from one letter addressed 


to U Thant and signed by 75 Jews of Moscow: "We, 
Soviet Jews, are ... displaced persons, only in the 
70th generation. Our ancestors had been expelled 
from Israel at the dawn of the New Era. We are 
their descendants, born on the way during their 
peregrinations. A great deal has changed for us, 
Jews, in the 20th century: our State has been 
revived ... the Jew has ceased being an 'eternal 


wanderer.' On its two-thousand-years long road, 
our people lost many of its sons ... but the Jewish 
people has remained, it has preserved its culture 
and has remained true to the wisdom of its 
prophets. And this is natural. What is NOT natural 
is that those Jews, who through a historical ac- 
cident have found themselves in the USSR and who 
strive to live in the land of Israel, have for years 
been beating against a deaf wall calling, LET US 
GO HOME!!" 


More and more such letters were smuggled out oi 


Russia, always bearing full names and addresses of 
their authors, in order to shatter the imposed 
silence on their tragic fate. Embarrassed and 
flabbergasted. Russian dictatorship decided to act. 
Just a ie\\ days before the conclusion of the year 
1970, \\hile Christians and Jews all over the world 
were preparing lor the solemn celebrations oi 
Christmas and Chanukah, the Russian Secret 
Police in collaboration with the State Prosecuter 
busied themselves hectically in the preparation of a 
show trial against a group of Russian Jews who 
were trapped into a snare by agents of the secret 
police, then arrested and accused of attempted 
hijacking ol a Russian airplane in order to fly to 
Israel. 


Brotherly Accord 


In a unique and outstanding manifestation of 


humanitarian and brotherly accord, hundreds of 
thousands of Christians all over the world joined the 
world Jewish community in protest against 
Russia's anti-Jewish discriminatory policy in 
general and particularly condemned the harsh 
sentences imposed upon the defendants. 


The Russian dictators bowed before a united 


world public opinion, but only partially. Two death 
sentences have been commuted to long-term im- 
prisonment and a few thousand Russian Jews were 
permitted to leave for Israel. Now, six months 
later, a new show trial has ended in Russia, sending 
another group of patriotic Jews into prisons for long 
terms of hard labor. One may ponder whether the 
Russian authorities still expect the free world to 
seriously believe the accusations and the so-called 
"confessions" which are so reminiscent of other 
"trials" and "confessions" of recent years. If they 
do expect us to believe it, it only attests to the low 
esteem they have for the intelligence of the free 
world. 


Just recently, it became known that 12 Jewish 


mothers whose requests for permission to emigrate 
to Israel with their families have repeatedly been 
turned down by Soviet authorities, have petitioned 
these same authorities to at least grant emigration 
rights to their children ranging in age from eight 
months to 18 years. 


Such a desperate act by mothers, to be willing to 


part with their children, perhaps never to see them 
again, is an awesome indictment against a mer- 
ciless, tyrannical regime that makes life worse 
than hell. 


The miracle of the awakening-of the Jewish 


masses in Russia, their fearless identification with 
the rest of the Jewish people and their irresistible 
urge to return to their ancestral land of Israel in 
defiance of the dangerous consequences of such 
manifestations in a totalitarian regime is one of the 
greatest wonders of our century.

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Ferry Is Little 


With State's Early, 


Unhurried Days

MERRIMAC — Let no man utter an unkind word 


about Sauk County's tiny (population 362) village 
of Merrimac, for there's not a thing in the world 
wrong with it. 


Still, tourists would have little reason to go out of 


their way to get there were it not for a car ferry 
called Colsac II. 


Plying the Wisconsin River at Merrimac, hard by 


the Baraboo bluffs in one of the state's loveliest 
areas, she's the only state-owned ferry still 
operating in Wisconsin. 


Her national and state flags spanking about in the 


soft spring breeze, Colsac II early in April began 
another season of ferrying autos across the half- 
mile liquid segment of Highway 113. 


From now until another winter shuts her down 


again, the big ferry will ply the same course back 
and forth across the river at Merrimac, seven days 
and seven nights a week. 


Names Contracted 


The yellow-and-red Colsac II — her name is a 


phonetic contraction of the names of Columbia and 
Sauk Counties — puts southbound traffic on the 
road to Lodi, Dane and Madison; sends northbound 
cars to Baraboo and points north. 


If you're in a hurry, or don't particularly dig 


ferries, there's an easier, more direct way to cross 
the Wisconsin River in south central Wisconsin. 
That's over the new (opened in 1967) interstate 
bridge at Portage, about 25 miles northeast, of 
Merrimac. 


The Wisconsin Department of Transportation's 


Division of Highways makes no effort to promote 
the ferry, but, all the same, hundreds of thousands 
of people flock every summer to Merrimac and 
Colsac II. 


Some board her, have a ride, turn their cars 


around on the other side of the river and do it all 
over again. A round trip takes about 15 minutes and 
it's all free. 


The wait can be pretty long on a pleasant mid- 


summer Sunday afternoon, say Merrimac people 
who have seen cars backed up on Highway 113 half 
a mile or more. 


The ferry is an authentic institution, a link with 


Wisconsin's earlier and less hurried days, in much 
the same way as the state's only remaining covered 
bridge near C'edarburg. 


Bridge Preferred 


But some Merrimac residents, younger ones 


particularly, find an institution — however popular 
with tourists — an inconvenient way to cross a 
river. They'd rather have a bridge at or near the 
village. 


There has been talk of one for years, but nothing 


has happened. 


Bart Olson, owner-publisher of The Lake 


Wisconsin Shopper Stopper, a once-a-week ad- 
vertising publication serving Sauk, Columbia and 
Dane Counties, says a bridge would increase his 
advertising sales 20 per cent by opening up wider 
trading areas for Merrimac, Lodi and Baraboo 
merchants. 


Merrimac is six miles from Lodi; 12 from 


Baraboo, a tourist mecca for its Circus World 
Museum. 


Olson, not so much anti-ferry as pro-bridge, adds 


that a bridge would connect Merrimac with points

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south 12 months a year. The ferry isn't operated in 
winter. 


The visitor to Merrimac does hear complaints 


about the ferry — stories of cars honking at night 
for the boat (unnecessarily, because it's always 
coming and going), of people from waiting autos 
trampling flower gardens. 


A village official, himself young, agrees that it is 


principally younger Merrimac residents who want 
the bridge, the older ones who would keep the ferry, 
perhaps for nostalgia, perhaps to keep the com- 
munity insulated. 


A good many Merrimac residents, he says, are 


retired business people, quite a few of them from 
the Chicago area. Some live there only during 
summer. 


The Shopper Stopper recently took a survey of 


area homes and businesses on whether there should 
be a bridge at Merrimac. 


Seventy-six of the 83 questionnaires returned — a 


small sampling, admittedly — were pro-bridge, the 
other seven against a bridge. In Merrimac, 57 were 
in favor; none opposed. 


Campaign Launched 


As long ago as June 28,1928, the Wisconsin State 


Journal, Madison, headlined a front page story, 
"Start New Campaign for Merrimac Bridge." 


The article by the newspaper's motor editor 


noted that "Undaunted by denial of their petition 
for a bridge across the Wisconsin River at 
Merrimac, residents of Lodi, Merrimac and others 
jn the region which would be served by the bridge 
are starting a new campaign for the structure." 


The state highway commission had decided that 


"lack of funds and more pressing bridge con- 
struction in other parts of the state" made it im- 
possible to authorize the project. 


"But," the State Journal story added, "those who 


want the bridge are going right ahead with their 
campaign and fully expect to swing the commission 
within another year." 


The Merrimac bridge proposal goes back farther 


than 1928. 


The same Madison newspaper reported Dec. 5, 


1912, the contention of village clerk G. E. Kirchstein 
that "the new bridge across the Wisconsin river 
should be built at Merrimack." 


(The community's name was spelled with a "k" 


on the end until sometime in the early years of this 
century.) 


Bridge Urged 


"Under the state highway improvement plan," 


Kurchstein held, "Merrimack should have a bridge 
as the state road passes through the village from 
Lodi to Baraboo. I think the state should build or 
help to build bridges where there are none or where 
they have been condemned." 


Nearly 70 years later, few Merrimac residents 


expect they'll get their bridge. 


Nor does the State Department of Trans- 


portation's Division of Highways; not, at least, in 
"the foreseeable future," says a spokesman for the 
agency. 


"Some 78 bridges are needed in Wisconsin," he 


explains, "so Merrimac would be low on any 
priority list." 


There has been ferry service across the 


Wisconsin River at Merrimac since Chester 
Mattson, the community's second permanent 
settler, obtained a charter from the territorial 
government. 


That was in 1844, four years before Wisconsin 


became a state. 


In 1849, another private investor, W. P. Flanders, 


bought the ferry from Mattson for $700 and con- 
tinued to serve travelers for many years. 


Columbia and Sauk Counties took over operation 


of the ferry in 1924 on a toll basis. It was in that year 
that the original Colsac, predecessor of Colsac II, 
was built and placed in service. 


What was then the State Highway Commission 


assumed responsibility for the ferry in 1933 and 
abolished the toll. It has been free ever since. 


Colsac II, the present ferry, was christened and 


launched by the state on April 6, 1963. 


Of all-steel construction, diesel-powered and 


measuring 37 by 80 feet, the vessel was designed b} 
R. A Stearn, a Sturgeon Bay naval architect, and

youth and that such manifestations of Jewish 
identity in Russia was only three years ago in- 
conceivable and unheard of. Whoever believes in 
the divinely inspired words of the prophets of the 
Bible will easily identify this awakening of Russian 
Jewry with the prophecies of the Returning to Zion 
of the Remnants of Israel. These Russian Jews are 
indeed the plucked-off remnants of the once 
flourishing European Jewish community which has 
been reduced to ashes by the Nazis. 


Recently, we are witnessing growing voices 


within the Church calling her adherents to 
acknowledge and rectify the ills inflicted upon the 
Jews for centuries. Possibly, there can be no full 
rectification of ills already inflicted in the past. 
However, there is the tremendous possibility to 
redress the ills and sufferings Jews are now sub- 
jected to in Russia. They are suffering because they 
are Jews and because of their fidelity to their 
Jewish heritage. This is perhaps a historic op- 
portunity for the Church and for Christians to help 
alleviate the plight of these unfortunate Jews. 
Russian authorities have proven to be sensitive to 
world public opinion. Continuous pressure may 
convince them that medieval treatment of Jews in a 
space age would only tarnish their own image in the 
eyes of the world community. After all, Russia is 


only asked to adhere to its own constitution and to 
the Declaration of Human Rights of the United 
Nations of which Russia is signatory. 


And yet, there is much more to it: The treatment 


of Jews in Russia isn't merely an internal Jewish 
issue The free world, the United States in par- 
ticular, is trying to come to terms of peaceful 
coexistence with the Soviet Union. However, 
present day Russian leaders just can't be trusted as 
long as they continue their brutal policy toward a 
minority in their own land. Just as it was in the case 
of Hitler, here, too, the treatment of and the at- 


titude toward the Jews are definitely a true in- 
dicator and a reliable diagnosis of the mental build- 
up of present day Russian leaders. 


A sincere change of heart toward their Jewish 


minority, as a result of international public opinion, 
may well open up new avenues of peaceful 
cooperation and coexistence between Russia and 
the rest of the world.

vitam," being stretched across the proscenium 
arch of the rostrum . . . Principal (JF.) Conant 
presided in his usual felicitous manner, and an- 
nounced the different numbers in a manner that 
made the printed program quite a superfluity." 


This first high school class of 29 freshmen 


students answered to its first roll call in October, 
1889, in a second floor room of the south side district 
school. There was one room and one teacher by the 
name of Prof. F. Cleary (who also was principal). 
He taught 20 different subjects that year, ranging 
from algebra, bookkeeping to German and zoology. 


High school classes were taught in that south side 


school only for the 1889-1890 year. The school moved 
into a small building across from the Vaudette 
Theater for its second year under the tutelage of 


John Franklin Conant. In September of 1891, the 
new school building known as "the little red school" 
was completed and the high school finally had a 
home that included an assembly room, recitation 
room and superintendent's office. Conant was 
assisted by Miss Nellie Barter. This school was 
located on the island to the rear of the old opera 
house. 


In 1849, C. F Youmans took charge of the high 


school which stayed in the red school building for 
five years, until 1897 That was the year the high 
school moved to the second floor of Park School, 
where it remained until 1923. With overcrowding 
evident and need for a widened curriculum, plans 
were made for a new school. A referendum vote 
by Kaukauna citizens decided the issue and the City 
Council bought the five acres on the island for the

Hookey Is the Same

Hookey is as old as Buck Finn. Older, even. 
And where there was hookey, a truant officer was sure 


to follow. 


But, as with everything else, there is a new breed of 


truant officers. Now they are called "attendance 
teachers" or "attendance officers" 
or "visiting 


teachers." 


A New Jersey educator ran a study of titles used in 


attendance programs across the country and came up 
with 29 different titles. 


But hookey is still hookey and a truant officer by any 


Part of the fun of playing hookey from school was 


eluding the truant officer. His name may have changed— 
he's an attendance officer now — but the game is the 
same. 


other name still gets his boy. Or tries. But today he is 
closer to a social worker than a boy-nabber. 


Gone are the bad good old days. 
In Ogden, Utah, for instance, one can almost get 


nostalgic about ole Hawkeye, a truant officer's truant 
officer. 


The boys at the swimming hole up in the mountains, 


behind the high school, would scatter when they heard the 
cry. 


"Here comes hawkeye in the Green Hornet. Run for 


your lives." 


"Ole Hawkeye," now 80, was the truant officer in 


Ogden, from 1935 until the beginning of the 60's. His real 
name is Charles Hocking, but it was nearly forgotten. 
Even parents came to believe the name was Hawkeye and 


they would call his home, first delivering a nicety to Mrs. 
Hawkeye and then asking to speak to Mr. Hawkeye. 


The Green Hornet was the best known car in town. 
One resident recalls the day he "shifted," as they called 


playing hookey, and reported to the pool hall instead. Out 
of the pool hall window he spied the Green Hornet pulling 
to a stop. 


"I dove under the pool table," he recalls, "and the next 


thing I knew there was a pair of feet swinging down in 
front of me. I waited and waited and waited. But the feet 
didn't stop swinging. Finally, Hawkeye looked down 
under the table and said: 'It's 3:30, Karl. You can go home 
now!" 


When Hocking started the iob there were less than 4,000 


students in the schools and it wasn't long before he knew 
the ones who preferred swimming or pool to the black- 
board and books. When he retired, 25 years later, the 
school population had grown to nearly 20,000. In between, 
generations of truants were seized. 


"I went to a house one day to tell a parent his son wasn't 


in school I recognized the father. I had chased him years 
before," recalls Hawkeye. 


"That son of a gun," replied the father. "He's not going 


to pull the same tricks I did." 


Hocking's approach varied. Sometimes he felt a child 


just needed a kind word of encouragement. Sometimes he 
judged the situation needed action. 


Hawkeye developed his own tricks of the trade over the 


years: 


—"Don't visit the swimming hole on Friday afternoons. 


Too many to haul back." 


—"When you knock on the front door and know the kids 


are in there, run around to the back. I caught two coming 
out the back that way once and found the others inside, 
one under the bed and the other hiding in the closet." 


—"Never go the same way twice. I always went the 


wrong way, up and down new streets all the time." 


While Hawkeye relied on native wisdom, his coun- 


terpart today may even need a college degree.

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As the titles vary, so do the duties and qualifications in 


men and women in attendance work throughout the 
United States. In Worcester and Kansas City, for instance, 
only a high school degree is necessary while New York 
City demands a bachelor's degree plus 30 hours of 
specialized coursework. 


Most 
often

mimeographing the list of abspntees. Then a clerk, a 
secretary, or sometimes the assistant vice principal 
telephones the home to try and find out why Johnny isn't 
in school. Usually, the assistant vice principal can tell at a 
glance who needs to be checked on, the chronic truants. 


Back-Up System 


Probably the biggest difference in attendance wcrk 


today is the vast back-up systems—the school counselors, 
the psychiatrists, the adjustment counselors, the greater 
emphasis on attempting to find out why a child hates 
school. 


In Worcester, for instance, there was one counselor for 


every 450 students in 1948. Today there is one for every 250 
students. In 1948 there was one psychologist, now there 
are five. The school population has remained the same. 


The punishment for truancy also varies, but in drastic 


cases can go as far as having the child placed in an in- 
stitution. Usually the cases are solved much less 
dramatically. 


Ed McDonald, a ruggedly built former police chief in 


Leicester, Mass., is one of the five attendance supervisors 
now in Worcester, a city with some 29,000 pupils in its 
public schools. McDonald has held the job for two years. 
His predecessor was pushed down the stairs at one of the 
high schools. 


On his daily rounds in his yellow Volkswagen, Mc- 


Donald sees the problem as one of society rather than the 
wistfulness of high-spirited children who just want a day 
off. 


He climbs up three flights of stairs to visit a home he 


knows well, a home where the necessity for an education 
is not felt. A 14-year-old girl is at home; she didn't feel like 
going to school. 


"What can I do?" sighs her mother. "I'd rather have 


her here than out running the streets." 


The girl's older sister also disliked school. She wan- 


dered around the streets, dropping out at 16, the legal age 
in Massachusetts. An even younger child is at home, with 
a small cut on her foot that the mother deems cause to 
stay out of school.

At another home a 14-year-old girl who just returned 


from a four-day runaway stint says she hates school and 
doesn't want to go. She tells McDonald her mother is home 
but she is sick in another room. 


McDonald knows the family. He knows the girl's mother 


is drunk in the next room. The girl says she started 
skipping school in the fourth grade. She didn't like the 
teacher. Nobody ever stopped her on the streets during 
the years. 


Her ambition in life is to get a full-time babysitting job. 
McDonald tries to explain to these families, poor and 


with little chance of getting out of their bleak situations, 
that education is one of the ways, probably the best way. 
In many cases, at age 14, the child already has more 
education than either of the parents and the parents see 
little need for any more. 


"We have so many failures, but we don't give up," says 


Sam Del'Olio, a supervisor of attendance for over 20 years 
in Worcester. "But if I succeed with one out of 100, it's 
worth it. 


"Truancy," the 53-year-old Del'Olio says, "hasn't 


changed. The children are the same. It's the parents who 
are delinquent now. When families were closely knitted, 
thore was more respect. Parents don't have control of the 
childrea The parents throw up their hands and say, it's 
your job.'" 


In Kansas City, Mo., the situation is the same—truancy 


is most often related to sociological and economic 
problems of the families. Mothers with large Aid to 
Dependent Children families prefer having an older 
daughter home babysitting rather than in school. The 
parents have so many worries of their own, the problems 
of their youngsters are ignored. 


Authority Breakdown 


The breakdown in parental authority, discipline and 


responsibility comes remarkably early. 


Marvin Russell, attendance officer in Kansas City, Mo., 


and Raymond Cain, a home school coordinator, dropped 
into the home of a first-grader who was missing school 
regularly. His father was home and the boy was officially 
excused that day. 


Cain talked to the boy about the necessity of going to 


school so he could get a good job when he grew up. Russell 
pulled out his badge, showed it to the youngster and 
warned him he would come looking for him if he weren't in 
school. The youngster seemed most impressed. Then the 
father said: 


Ed McDonald, a former police chief, 
talks with a truant boy and his 
parents in their Worcester, Mass., home. 
The boy said he was afraid to 
leavp his parents and go to school. 
McDonald, one of five attendance 
officers in the Worcester school system, 
volunteered to meet the lad every 
morning and drive him to school safely. 


"I don't know what to do with that boy. He just doesn't 


like school. I can't handle him." 


The two officials visibly sagged. 
"If that boy gets to school, it sure won't be the father's 


fault," Cain commented. 


Russell, who is black, works predominantly in the 


Negro areas of the city, visiting housing projects and 
trying to convince people whose main problem is that of 
survival that it is necessary they keep their children in 
school. 


It's an exasperating job, but not a hostile one. The 


parents associate Russell and the other attendance of- 
ficer, Wallace Bryant, with help. If they need shoes for the 
children, an emergency check for groceries, clothing, 
legal aid, Russell and Bryant can get the assistance for 
them through a number of agencies. 


Russell and Bryant have both dug into their own pockets 


on occasion to help out. 


The men and women in attendance work still oc- 


casionally make the old-fashioned patrol— the streets, the 
coffee shops, the libraries, the pool halls, the fried chicken 
and hamburger stands the kids frequent. 


Sometimes the truants run, sometimes they prefer 


sitting down and talking with the officials. 


Other times they are simply resentful or bored with the 


intrusion. 


New York's 900 


In New York City—with 1.1 million students attending 


over 900 public schools—there are almost 500 attendance 
teachers. Most are connected with a school or schools and 
spend most of their time making home visits. Eight, 
however, are assigned to a special service unit and come 
closer to doing the work of the old-fashioned truant 
officer. 


They travel in pairs at the spots where the greatest 


numbers of truants can be picked up —the Port Authority 
bus terminal, the closest subway stop to Coney Island, 
Prospect Park in Brooklyn, and big department stores. 


On one warm April day, attendance teachers Nick 


Trivisonno and Henry Solomon picked up 59 youngsters 
out of school at the Stillwell Avenue subway station, the 
one closest to Coney Island. 


As the days get warmer, they may get over 100 at this 


stop. Some have excuses, some don't bother. Some lie, 
giving fake names, but they are caught. Trivisonno and 
Solomon check things like date of birth and mother's 
maiden name with the school before they send the child 
back. 


At the Port Authority, particularly, the attendance 


teachers deal with a number of runaways, from homes, 
from institutions, from reform schools. 


The men and women in attendance work in New York 


are not armed, but the two men in Kansas City keep guns 
in their cars. They have never used them, but have 
clipped them onto their belts going into darkened 
tenements, or to mid-day parties where older men may be 
with truant girls. 


Besides the traditional approaches to truancy, there are 


some new ones. In one small town, the principal of the 
school simply gets on the radio every morning and reads 
the list of children missing that day. 


And in Oakland, Calif., high schoolers are given trading 


stamps for attending school: that's 45 a day and perfect 
attendance is worth 7,275 stamps a semester.

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Badly-Needed Hilarity 


Served Up by Wodehouse 


A Book Review

THE GIRL IN BLUE. By P. G. 
Wodehouse. 


Simon and Schuster, New York. $5.95. 


This latest epic by P. G. Wodehouse is typical 


Wodehouse ... and can anything be more typical of 
Wodehouse than another Wodehouse? As Gertrude 
Stein was fond of saying: "A Wodehouse character 
is a Wrodehouse character is a 
Wodehouse 


character." And, although in roughly 70 novels 
these marvelous characters have different names, 
the names carry a resemblance as do the 
characters. 


Title for the book and motif of the story revolve 


about Gainsborough's "Girl in Blue," a miniature 
in oil that has presumably been stolen but which the 
reader knows is safely tucked away in the drawer of 
an English secretary. Here the eccentricities of 
Americans and Englishmen are frequently at odds. 


Long a hallmark of books by Wodehouse has been 


his ability to entwine the characters so that they all 


work to cross purposes. Although the reader is able 
to see what is happening, the whole becomes more 
hilarious, page after page, as the plot thickens and 
the characters interact. And this hilarity is 
something we need today in an ever-increasing 
amount. 


In Wodehouse novels the reader is always 


assured that young love will out. Herewith a bit of 
Wodehouse: 


Opalescent Daydream 


"She hailed a passing taxi and was gone, and as 


he stood there looking after her, a passerby might 
have observed a soft glow in his eyes, if passersby 
do observe soft glows in people's eyes. Probably 
they do not, but it was there. He was dreaming an 
opalescent daydream. Previously he had seemed to 
see her on the high board, about to make a perfect 
dive. He now saw her in the office of a registrar 
licensed to perform marriages, for he was sure that 
a girl like that would not want one of those ghastly 
choral weddings with bishops and assistant clergy 
horsing about all over the place ... But he suddenly 
remembered what for the moment had slipped his 
mind, that he was engaged to be married to 
someone else." 


P. G. 
Wodehouse 
Is Still 
At It 
With 
The Girl 
In Blue' 


Authors who have written so many books over 


such a long period of time as Wodehouse are bound 
to have some segment of society misconstrue their 
attitude. Wodehouse was accused of aiding the 
Germans in World War II. (Was he trying to spoof 
the Germans?) He was defended handsomely by 
George Orwell in "In Defense of Wodehouse," 
written immediately after World War II. 


P. G. Wodehouse was born in 1881. In literary 


terms, he was born one year before Zola's "Nana" 
and Longfellow's "Ultima Thule." Upon leaving 
school, he tried his hand at several jobs, and 
ultimately turned to writing. 


This latest volume is true Wodehouse, even down 


to the dust jacket. On the back cover appears the 
usual picture of the author. In it P. G. Wodehouse is 
shown strolling through the woods of his Long 
Island estate, accompanied by a companion ... but 
the only one facing the camera is the dog. 


The Road North: from Agriculture to Anger

THE CHICKENBONE SPECIAL. By Dwayne E. 


Walls. Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, $6.95. 


A boy about to graduate from high school sits on a porch 


on his crippled father's little farm in South Carolina, 
watching corn tassels swaying in the breeze and won- 
dering how to tell the old man he will leave soon for New 
York, where maybe he can find work. 


In eastern North Carolina, the congregation of a Negro 


Baptist church votes to double the six-month salary of the 
church secretary—also about to graduate—to $25 because 
she is going north and needs all the money she can get. 


Another member of the church, a mother of 11 chil- 


dren, must go north with her family. Her husband cleared 
$40 from the crop last year and the family no longer can 
live on the profits of the farm and what he earns as a part- 
time logger. 


These individuals are caught up in the greatest exodus 


in history, the rural-to-urban migration in the United 
States. Many ride the "Chickenbone Special," a train 
which derived its nickname from the lunchbags of 
thousands of its passengers. 


The author, a reporter for The Charlotte Observer, 


reports the story of the social phenomenon in human 
terms after spending months with the migrants before 
and after they made their moves. 


In the last 30 years, Walls reports, 30 million people 


have left U.S. farms to seek the American Dream in the 
cities, "bleeding the countryside of its most valuable 
resources and bloating the cities with former tenant 
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farmers, displaced hillbillies and young blacks going from 
nothing to nothing." 


The migration itself until recently has been largely 


ignored, but many of its results are well known. In the 
cities, Walls writes, the once gentle soul of the soil 
becomes the angry man of the ghetto. 


They were sent there by mechanized farming, which de- 


prived them of the only means of subsistence they have 
known for generations. Walls follows his subjects until 
some find their way into middle class society, some males 
drift into military service, some return home in 
frustration, and some just aren't heard from agaia 


into bloody pulp, and there is a succession of wakes (these 
scenes are about as hilarious as a wake can be). 


McHale writes comedy that combines slapstick and the 


grotesque, all the while giving the needle to current social 
prejudices. He is inventive and has a marvelous sense of 
the ridiculous.

Arthur's older brother, Edmund, is a priest who has been 
secluded in a mountain retreat of an obscure religious 
order for 20 years, and Arthur discovers that Edmund has 
become a swinging alcoholic.

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The Treasure of 'Serendip' 


Peripatetic Pastor

I discovered one of life's secrets the other day — 


one you should know about. And it's all wrapped up 
in a word, "serendipity". Marcus Earth tells us that 
once upon a time there were three young princes 
from "Serendip". They traveled the world looking 
for treasure. Though they rarely found the precise 
objects 
of their searches, 
they continually 


discovered magnificent treasures in the process. As 
they discussed this one evening they concluded that 
this must be one of life's most delightful tricks and 
they decided to start being sensitive to such 
realities. Before long life's surprises became more 
important to them than life's goals. Serendipity — 
finding delightful surprises in unexpected places. 


It seems to me that life is so constructed that 


seemingly inconsequential things, tasks, and 
events; persons met, books red, places visited can 
turn into life transforming realities. The accidents 
can become the main events. How many of us met 
our mates through serendipitous means? How often 
does unexpected sickness or even death set the 
process of serendipity into action? One man 
recently told me that his doctor discovered a 
malignant tumor, inoperable, and had given him a 
maximum of one year to live. "The hardest part 
was telling my family", he said, "but after the 
initial shock we all started loving each other more 


fully with each new day. I guess we never started 
living 'til I started dying." Serendipity! 


We should never limit life to what we expect or

Generally when you get up asking yourself,

the day. Expect on the other hand the positively 
serendipitous happenings and the whole day seems 
to take on a different tone. 


The really wise man looks for them especially in

Notes from Hearthside

The home gardener likes to work with his hands, 


to deal with the miracles of the soil and its fruits on 
their own terms, to feel pride and delight in the 
creation of an attractive yard and garden. 


But if he is representative of his times and 


obliged to spend a normal week at work in his trade 
or profession, the gadgets of his times give him 
opportunities for gardening performance that our 
fathers and grandfathers might have envied. 


There is, for example, the chain saw. This light, 


easily handled saw is widely sold today or, for the 
likes of me, is available on loan from half a dozen 
friends who could not resist the impulse to acquire 
one. It can also be rented for a small fee in any 
representative city. 


I have taken some pride in a little orchard on our 


suburban plot and in shade and ornamental trees 
scattered over our two acres. During two decades I 
have nurtured, protected and shaped them through 
pruning with mostly hand tools. But I am now 
thoroughly persuaded that the small chain saws 
now being marketed are as useful, in their own 
way, as the powered rotary mower to the 
management of the average lawn. 


These notes are not written to persuade every 


home landscape hobbyist to run to the dealer's 
establishment to buy a chain saw. I have a secret. 
It is not necessary for the prudent outdoors 
housekeeper, who undertakes a comprehensive 
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pruning project only once a year, to own one. Nor is 
it economical. 


I have borrowed 
an idea 
from 
the auto 


manufacturer of many years ago who admonished: 
"Ask the man who owns one." 


The desire to own and use a chain saw is so 


powerful that there are scores of men have 
surrendered to it who cannot justify the tool 
economically. But they love to use it. So enamored 
are they that they will eagerly spend a few hours in 
trimming or removing your surplus branches of 
fruit or ornamental trees. 


In a spirit of fairness I suggested to my chain 


saw-owning friend last Saturday that I should do a 
part of the work, 


"It is not work," he rejoined. "I like to do it." I 


made no further gesture. 


In four hours we had cut up nearly half a cord of 


branches, large and small. They will fuel the study 
hearth for perhaps two months next fall and winter, 
including kindling size pieces that are increasingly 
difficult to come by in the city marketplace. As I 
surveyed the pile, I realized that the long hours of 
pruning with hand tools in earlier seasons had 
discouraged me from removing branches in suf- 
ficient volume and in a timely way.

What causes peritoni- 
tis? Is there a cure? 
—Mrs. Bernice Ander- 
son, Devils Lake, NJ). 


• Peritonitis may be either acute or 
chronic. It is an inflammation of the 
membrane that lines the abdominal cav- 
ity and covers such organs as the stom- 
ach, intestines, etc. It is caused by a 
number of possible conditions, such as 
the release of infective organisms, usual- 
ly some type of bacteria from the in- 
testinal tract into the abdominal cavity. 
This may come about as a result of rup- 
ture of the appendix or a history of 
peptic ulcer, colitis, typhoid fever, etc. It 
sometimes also occurs during an oper- 
ation. Approximately one in 10 individ- 
uals suffering with peritonitis die, usually 


from poisoning, dehydration, shock or 
other complications. Treatment of the 
condition may involve the removal of the 
infected area or drainage of an abscess. 
Antiobiotic therapy is also used in the 
treatment.

It was 
recommended that use of MSG be per- 
mitted in processed foods (with labeling 
clearly indicating addition for those 
who want to avoid it) and the sale of 
MSG in packages for institutional and 
home use need not be curtailed. 
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The Future of ROTC Training 


Controversies over Reserve Officer 


Training programs on university 
campuses began to be noticed because 
they were more numerous 
and 


sometimes more violent as dissent over 
the war in Vietnam increased. But there 
have, been disputes about the programs 
for years. New recommendations by six 
higher education associations are aimed 
at improving ROTC and reducing the 
arguments. 


Criticism of ROTC has not only come 


from anti-war students nor is it the 
result of the so-called permissiveness on 
the campus which hard-liners are 
forever decrying. Basically it has been 
the result of doubts over the academic 
value of military courses and therefore 
their place in the university at all; 
conflicts over how the costs are to be 
met; concern over credits given for 
participation and sometimes, 
par- 


ticularly at religiously oriented in- 
stitutions, doubts that instruction in the 
methods of war belong in what is sup- 
posed to be an atmosphere conducive to 
peace, compassion and understanding. 


Some colleges have dropped ROTC 


because of the conflicts, and enrollment 
in the courses have dropped at other 
institutions. However ROTC officials 
point out that more units have started 
than have been phased out. Switches 
from required to voluntary programs 
often have resulted in at least temporary 
drops in enrollment; however, it also 
seems apparent that efforts to improve 
the courses will benefit the programs in 
the long run. 


The six organizations seeking to 


improve ROTC training 
are the 


Association of American Universities, 
the American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities, the American 
Council on Education, the Association of 
American Colleges, 
the National 


Association for Equal Opportunity in 
Higher Education and the National 
Association of State Universities and 
Land Grant Colleges. 


Recommendations are to change the 


name to Officer Education Programs, 
not for semantic or emotional reasons 
but because the program is wider than 


merely furnishing officers for reserve 
corps. The need to wear the uniform for 
some occasions was upheld despite the 
fact it is a sore point with some 
students and faculties. So, too, is 
requiring acquaintance with customs, 
traditions and ceremonies of the various 
services. 


But the group suggested 
that 


curriculum should be worked out as a 
joint repsonsibility between the military 
and the institution, local conditions on 
individual campuses should be con- 
sidered, the maximum use of civilians in 
courses of instruction should be sought 
and military instructors with advanced 
academic degrees and competence in 
subjects and teaching should be sought. 
While the senior military officer should 
be given the usual perquisites and rights 
of a senior head of program, nothing is 
said about his being awarded 
full 


professor status. There was no decision 
as to the costs of the program on cam- 
puses although one official said .that 
eventually institutions would like full 
reimbursement. It was firmly recom- 
mended that more members of minority 
groups be recruited for the military 
programs. 


Opponents of ROTC have pointed out 


that summer military training, offered 
by some of the services, are likely to be 
more effective than on the campus and, 
since they are available, there would be 
no damage to the rights of those who 
wished to take advantage of them. It 
may be suspected that the decision of the 
organizations not to recommend the 
removal of ROTC is as much from an 
emotional stand over a "gut" issue as is 
the often unthinking antagonism among 
students and faculties.

Wisconsin 
and

Wisconsin State University 
systems be merged into one 
system.

include 


reorganizing the method of 
selecting regents. 


I believe the people's 


elected regents would be just 
as qualified as the good people 
now appointed to that position. 
But there is one major dif- 
ference: With a four-year 
term, for example, elected 
regents would be much more 
sensitive and responsive to the 
will of the people than are 
appointees, some with nine 
year terms, who never have to

One of the reasons why the backers of legislation to 


provide state assistance for parochial schools are 
confident about putting it through the legislature in 
spite of the obvious reservations of many lawmakers 
about the funding problem is that the aid lobby 
solicited commitments on the issue during the last 
election campaign.

Minor Problems In Italy 


Joe Colurnbo and some of his friends 


may claim there is no such thing as the 
Mafia or Cosa Nostra and even the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation for 
some reason has hesitated to use either 
term.

Last month 15 suspected Mafia 


leaders were exiled from Italy to the 
island of Filicudi, one of the Lipari 
Islands. With the exiles came 250 Italian 
policemen to guard them. Another 18 
Italians were sent to Linosa in the Pelagi 
Islands. But the reception the unasked 
for visitors have received is quite dif- 
ferent and it all seems to depend upon 
lira. 


Filicudi has only 200 regular 


residents but it attracts more than 40,000 
tourists a year who come for the 
scenery, the fishing, the quiet and the 
quaintness of a small island with not a 
road or automobile. Suspect Mafia 
members could be a tourist attraction 
but the Filicudians didn't think so. They 
boarded up their homes and set sail for 


Lipari where they are living from 
donations of sympathetic 
Italian 


emigrants. The exiles and their guards 
are also unhappy. They have to do their 
own cooking and washing and there 
simply isn't anything else to do. 


On Linosa the exiles have been 


welcomed. It is seldom that tourists 
come to this island and the newcomers 
pay well, are quiet and well behaved and 
even call their wives and children now 
and then. The Linosans hope that the 
word gets around about how hospitable 
they are and what a nice place for a 
vacation Linosa could be for just about 
anyone. 


But meanwhile there is controversy 


about the exiles. According to Italian 
law they have not been convicted of 
anything but they can be exiled from 
anywhere and in these cases it is 
anywhere except Linosa and Filicudi.

Garbage Would be Crop 


To Make Farmer Wealthy 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


Knowing that I am in- 


terested in the commodity 
market several farmers have 
asked me which crop I thought 
they should plant. My answer 
is always the same, garbage. 


To illustrate my point I 


mention the City of Chilton 
which plans to spend roughly 
about $300,000 on an in- 
cinerator. The interest and 
depreciation plus the main- 
tenance will run an additional 
$60,000 per year. The fuel, 
insurance, trucks, etc., will 
run another $40,000. This 
means "that Chilton will pay 
about $500 for each household 
plus about $166 per year 
figuring about a 20 year life 
which is doubtful. 


I'm sure some farmer could 


make a fortune in rather short 
order at $50,000 per year for 
collecting and filling a 
sanitary land-fill site. Fond du 
Lac and many other cities 
have proven the wisdom of the 
sanitary land-fill over burn- 
ing. 


The sad thing about it all is 


that Chilton will believe that it 
is doing something 
for 


ecology. Actually, the only 
thing that is limited and for 
which there is no substitute is 
air. 
. 


Air is not produced by 


plants, nor is the oxygen that 
we breathe. All a plant does is 
absorb moist air bubbles in 
the soil through its root-hairs 
and gravity forces them 
through the water cells in the 
plant. These water cells are 
not tubes, and are much too 
small to allow water to flow up 
a tree or other plant. The 
leaves take the moisture and 
the carbon from the carbon 
dioxide and give off the 
oxygen. The cool effect we feel 
under a tree is the cooler air 
falling from the leaves above 
us. 


The thing to note is that once 


the oxygen is locked up in 
water due to fire it is water 
forever. This is the one factor 
the ecological freaks overlook 
when they fight the nuclear 
plants along Lake Michigan. 
We can live with dirty water, 
but we cannot exist without 
air, our most valuable and 
limited commodity. This is not 
to say that a sanitary land-fill 
will cause dirty water or 
damage the ecological system 
in any way, to say nothing 
about it being a whole lot 
easier on the money nerve of 
the taxpayer.

Chilton 


The idea is little recognized, but the legislature and 


its associated services have traditionally provided 
extraordinarily valuable training for apt young men 
who have thereafter used it to advance to high places 
in business and the professions. 


In other equally important employment, such men 


are not as visible and typically do not become aware of 
possibilities for the advancement of their fortunes by 
the exploitation of their special knowledge. A con- 
temporary example is provided by George Hardy, 
now the assistant general counsel of the giant North- 
western Mutual Insurance company, the state's 
largest financial institution. Hardy came to Madison 
some years ago in the modest role of bill draftsman, 
giving up a law practice in Richland county. 


He became especially interested in the complexities 


of public employe retirement legislation, then moved 
on to become research director of the state retirement 
council, where his work and his abilities attracted the 
notice of Northwestern. 


In earlier times the chief lobbyists around Madison, 


and those with the most clients and highest fees, 
tended to be/Iamboyant characters who enjoyed their 
prominence and —sometimes — their notoriety. But a 
new generation of quiet men has moved into the 
lobbying profession, avoiding the limelight, but ac- 
cumulating longer and more remunerative lists of 
clients than did their predecessors in their most 
prosperous years. 


An example is Robert Heider, a young man as 


lobbyists are measured, who undoubtedly has the 
most important list of clients of any of the several 
hundreds of registered agents of special interests now 
attending the legislature. A former assemblyman, he 
started his career as the agent of, the 
affluent, 


politically militant Milwaukee suburban govern- 
ments, has steadily added industrial, banking, 
professional and other clients to compose the most 
prestigious list of its kind among the professionals on 
the legislative sidelines. 


The drive of the Wisconsin Wildlife Federation to 


raise funds for the construction of a conservation 
center for youth at the state wildlife farm at 
Poynette, launched with great enthusiasm- many 
months ago, is failing. 


Thus far the effort has yielded about $22,000 of the

This year, an estimated three mil- 


lion Americans will descend upon 
Europe, paying as little as $210 
round trip on a jet or even less on 
charters. Some of them will go and 
come so fast that they might just as 
well have stayed in Broken Arrow. I 
overheard one tour member in a Nice 
lobby confusing Paris and Venice. 
She had visited 17 cities in Europe in 
three weeks. 


It has taken me years of European 


travel to know a little bit about the 
Continent. I never race from place 
to place. I enjoy settling down and 
absorbing as much of the culture as 
possible. Nor do I always go first 
class. Often it is good to avoid lux- 
ury spots if you really want to know 
a country and its people. 


In Stockholm, for example, I may 


dine sometimes at the Grand Hotel, 
but I like to stay aboard the af Chap- 
man, the world's only Youth Hostel 
aboard a ship. A handsome old sail- 
ing vessel built in 1808, it is anchored 
opposite the Royal Palace (many 
tourists mistake it for the King's 
yacht). Visits are limited to only five 
days, but an adventuresome traveler 
would never stay anywhere else. And 
even if you can't spend the night, it 
is worthwhile just to stop for lunch. 
The ship is filled with young mem- 
bers of the International Youth 
Hostel Association, of course, but 
nonmembers can stay for as little as 
$2.60 per night. One drawback: 
sexes are segregated—even for fam- 
ilies. 


Until you have been there, you 


cannot imagine the great charm of 
the old city of Bergen in Norway. 
Founded in 1070, it has more wooden 
buildings than any other city in 
Europe. These are what give the city 
its character. In Bergen's "old town," 
when there is a birthday in one 
house, all the other houses on the 
street hang out flags. Bergen, of 
course, was celebrated in Grieg's 
"The Song of Norway"—and, in fact, 
Grieg's home is quite near the city. 


Any American who wishes to tear 


himself away from the delicious Nor- 
wegian food for a touch of home 
will find it at the Hotel Norge in 
Bergen, whose grill specializes in such 
American delights as T-bone steaks 
(their butcher is a Texan—or was 
when I was last there). It also has 
seven restaurants and two bars. 


Zermatt is a little town that faces 


up to the Matterhorn in Switzerland. 


NEWSPAPER! 


It calls me back again and again. 
You can't drive your car there. You 
approach it by a modern narrow- 
gauge railway from Brigue, a beau- 
tiful ride 5,300 feet up into the Alps. 
It is a town of carriages, of hikers 
and skiers, and of goats sporting mu- 
sical bells. 


I have gone up 12,000 feet from 


Zermatt to the base of the Matter- 
horn. At Schwarsee, one of the top 
stations, there is a small hotel whose 
terrace faces the Matterhorn, and 
there in the sun you can have tea or 
coffee and sandwiches. And surprise! 
You'll find Japanese waiters. The 
language of communications? Eng- 
lish. Later in the afternoon, I start 
"walking down the mountain again" 
from Schwarsee to Zermatt, passing 
Swiss climbers on the trail who give 
me a cheerful "Gruezi" (God's bless- 
ing) 
and stopping occasionally to 


absorb the quiet beauty, the wild 
flowers and the view far below. 


Maybe one day I will have the 


chance to visit all of the top spas of 
the world, take the baths, drink the 
waters and indulge myself in a big 
health binge. I did do it recently in 
two different cities, both of which 
have become favorites of mine. The 
first was Baden Baden in Germany, 
in the beautiful Oos valley, sur- 
rounded by the Schwartzwald (the 
Black Forest). The spa was started 
for the Roman soldiers and as early 
as 260 A.D. was known throughout 
the then-civilized world. You can 
still see Roman ruins in the area. 
Despite 
the 
surrounding snowy 


mountains of the Schwartzwald, the 
town has mild winters and is never 
hot in the summer. At the beautiful 
and fashionable Brenner Park Hotel 
you will find wealthy Americans who 
have come to race their horses, to 
take baths in the dermal springs, 
and. of course, to gamble (Marlene 
Dietrich called the elaborate casino 
as Baden Baden the "most beautiful 
in the world"). 


Another health center, -quite dif- 


ferent from Baden Baden, is the 
famous Forest Mere near Southamp- 
ton in Southern England. Forest 
Mere is a luxurious estate with about 
250 acres of beautiful grounds, in- 
cluding a lake and a combination 
nursing home-hotel-retreat-spa where 
you can rest up and take off a few 
pounds before flying back home.

The 700-foot cliffs 
are often shrouded in mist, and thou- 
sands of sea birds, nest in the sides 
of the rocks. 


Whenever I am driving in a coun- 


try, I always like to go somewhere 
off the beaten path. Right near the 
Cliffs of Moher, I had my husband 
turn off onto a rough road that led 
to an old stone house dating back to 
the 16th century. We were so curious 
about it that we asked a neighbor if 
there were any way to see the inside 
of the house (which, incidentally, 
had a stone roof). He assured us that 
the two old gentlemen who lived 
there would be quite happy to have 
visitors. 


We went around to the front of 


the house which overlooked the sea. 
and it turned out to be the house 
of my husband's maternal ancestors, 
the Duggans (themselves intermar- 
ried with the family of the great Irish 
patriot, Daniel O'Connell). 


It is fun to track down ancestors 


in Ireland and easy enough with the 
help of the Genealogical Office in 
Dublin Castle off Dame Street. You 
can also get a map of Ireland with 
family names on it to show you if 
you have a bit of Irish in you.

Mont St Michel is one of the 


wonders of the world. It is on the 
border between Brittany and Nor- 
mandy, and both areas of France 
claim it. A historical and architec- 
tural marvel, it is based upon a Bene- 
dictine Abbey built by Richard I, 
Duke of Normandy, 1004 years ago. 
You will need to be in good physical 
shape to climb the 900 steps to the 
Abbey on the top. I suggest that you 
go on a weekday during the spring 
or fall, and that you not forget to 
visit the great restaurant. Le Mere 
Poulard. Be sure to make your 
luncheon reservation for its famous 
omelets before you start your climb. 


If you can schedule your trip to 


Italy for July or August, try to get 
to Siena, a short trip from Florence 
(about 45 miles) for the famous 
Palio delle Contrade. This is the re- 
enactment of the medieval horse 
races and flag-tossing exhibitions, 
and it takes place there the first week 
in July and in mid-August. But at 
any time Siena is a fascinating city, 
with steep cobbled streets and little 
shops selling the famous panforte, a 
large spicey medieval cake well 
worth taking home. You can get to 
Siena by bus from Florence. But if 
you are driving, you might want to 
include the famous Castle Broglio, 
open to the public by its owners,the 
Ricasoli family, vintners of the fam- 
ous Broglio wines. 


Finally, one of the luxury spots. It 


is the Alvor Praia in Portugal's Al- 
garve. It has been compared by world 
travelers to the great Mauna Kea in 
Honolulu. The Alvor Praia has seven 
miles of beaches, and the large hotel 
has private balconies overlooking the 
sea. A handsome double room is 540 
escudos ($18.90) a day, including 
Continental breakfast. In the base- 
ment is a Finnish sauna and mas- 
seurs who work you over for an hour.

Democratic 


parties are becoming more 
liberal because of the exodus 
of upper and middle income 
whites and the influx of 
blacks, but the present black 
cum 
low-income 
white 


"coalition" may be only a 
transitional stage. 


—Negro political strength is 


rising, and before long should 
take over the Democratic 
Party in some areas and 
create a partisan politics 
reflecting racial cleavage. 


Amidst all the publicity, 


little reference is made to the 
New South credo of a century 
ago, 
which rhapsodized — 


inaccurately — about very 
similar developments. 


As ft Was fn 1870 


The term was first used in 


1870 by a South Carolinian, 
Edwin DeLeon. He wrote in 
Putnam's magazine that from 
the Civil War debris of the old 
order, there was arising "a 
New South, whose wants and 
wishes, ends and amis, plans 
and purposes, are as different 
from those of 1860 as though a 
century instead of a decade 
only divided the two." 


The thrust of the 19th 


Century 
New 
South 


movement, spearheaded by 
Henry 
Grady's 
Atlanta 


Constitution, was that old 
racial and social attitudes 
were being cast aside. New 
South spokesmen 
naively 


pictured a new era of "equal 
civil and political rights" 
based on recognition of black- 
white 
interdependence. 


Caught up in thh sort of 
verbiage, Grady and others 
talked of an end to sec- 
tionalism— that the South had 
"wiped out the place where 
Mason and Dixon's Line used 
to be." None of it turned out to 
be true. 


Grady and his colleagues 


had a very real interest in 
black political rights: They 
wanted black votes to support 
their 
own 
Redeemer 


(progressive) wing of the 
Democratic Party. Needless 
to say, there was no thought 
that blacks would play any 
significant leadership role. 
(Similarly, presentday New 
South articles rarely even 
discuss the possibility of black 
leadership displacing white 
primacy.) 


Past New South images 


have invariably foundered on 
race-conscious reality, as 
Professor Paul Gaston of the 
University of Virginia notes in 
his book "The New South 
Creed — A Study in Southern 
Mythmaking": "Before and 
since Henry W. Grady used 
the 
expression, 
every 


generation of Americans has 
been told that the South of its 
day was a 'New South.' " 


Beof Sounds Anew 


Once again, in 1971, the New 


South beat is being sounded by 
the old drummers — the 
liberal Atlanta Constitution, 
the Southern Regional Council 
(in its publication "The New 
South"), and others. Much of 
the newest New South case is 
built around the November, 
1970 election of moderate 
Democrats 
John 
West, 


Reuben Askew, Dale Bum- 
pers, and Jimmy Carter as 


stances these men assumed. 
John West, for example, 
frequently reminded South 
Carolinians of the "freedom of 
choice" pledges for pupils 
broken by the Republican 
White House; 
Georgia's 


Jimmy Carter 
constantly 


invoked the image and outlook 
of Alabama's George C. 
Wallace; and Dale Bumpers 
was even obliged to reassure 
Arkansas voters of his literal 
belief in the biblical story that 
God parted the Red Sea for the 
Israelites! 


Still, it is obvious that the 


pattern of Southern politics is 
changing. However, more 
attention should be paid to the 
dynamics of that change, 
because they suggest there is 
a long way yet to go. 


Outside of the heart of Dixie, 


the Southern Democratic 
parties of 1971 are more 
liberal than at any time in 
memory. In part, this is 
because so many upper-and 
middle-income voters, who 
gave the local parties their 
conservative 
thrust 
of 


yesteryear, have gone over to 
the GOP. Even more im- 
portant is the growing potency 
of the black vote. 


Through 
1970, Dixie 


Democrats did not make 
many concessions to the large 
black Southern electorate. 
They did not have to, so long 
as most Republicans were 
courting the segregationist 
element and 
establishing 


themselves on the Southern 
Right. Blacks in most states, 
just beginning to establish 
themselves, had little choice 
other than to vote Democratic. 


Democrats, backstopped by 
the meaningful threat of local 
the meaningful threat of local 
"black power" third parties. 


Few m Legislatures 


As the chart and map show, 


blacks are a major numerical 
force from southside Virginia 
to Louisiana, yet they have not 
begun 
to 
achieve 
a 


corresponding measure of 
political power. There are 
only handful of blacks in 
Southern state legislatures, 
and relatively few black 
sheriffs, 
mayors 
or 


Democratic county chairmen. 


This is bound to change, and 


do so with growing rapidity as 
blacks taste the fruits of 
political participation. The 


number of black officeholders 
has exploded in the last few 
years, and John Lewis, 
director 
of 
the 
Voter 


Education Project, expects 
larger gams to come: 


The 
substantial 
voter 


registration increase that has 
taken place over the last five 
years is now returning 
dividends ... We are wit- 
nessing, particularly with the 
1970 elections, the power of the 
ballot... It is becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that the 
position of keeping blacks 
down and out of the political 
process cannot endure. 


Across the Southern "Black 


Belt" there are scores of 
counties with black majorities 
and near-majorities. Within 
five or ten years, they should 


have a large number of black 
sheriffs, legislators and 
mayors. And more likely than 
not, blacks will come to 
dominate the Democratic 
Party in much of the Deep 
South, (In Mississippi, blacks 
already control the only 
nationally 
recognized 


Democratic party.) 


The polarization potential is 


obvious. Blacks are most 
numerous in precisely those 
areas where white racial 
attitudes are strongest — 
where low-income whites are 
unlikely to participate in a 
black-run Democratic party. 
Unlike the North, the potential 
for black-white political 
polarization is everywhere — 
in the small towns and 
countryside as well as the big 
cities. 


Although it is too soon for 


certainty, the Democratic 
Party in the Deep South may 
be like a school in a racially 
transitional neighborhood: 
Changing from almost all- 
white five years ago to in- 
tegrated today to largely 
black tomorrow. 


New South spokesmen are 


certainly 
correct . in 


proclaiming the end of 
segregation. New political and 
economic power should create 
a much better life for black 
Southerners. 
But racial 


cleavage will probably con- 
tinue to play a major role in 
Southern life (just as it is 
coming to in the North). This 
has always been the hobgoblin 
of New South proclamations, 
and probably always will be.

filthy wastes. The biblical 
phrase, "Blessed are the 
meek: for they shall inherit 
the earth" now seems to apply 
to garbage-eating bacteria;

Bragg, N. C., Clark has made more 
than 1,500 jumps since 1956. His 
highest number in one day was 41— 
on his 41st birthday, of course. That

How's this for a way to get around 
shopping centers and airports without 
all that walking? A new system to 
cope with growing mass-transportation 
problems was designed at Michigan 
State University, East Lansing. The 
LIM (Linear Induction Motor) mod- 
ule transit system would incorporate 
a number of vehicles such as the one 
pictured.
